Lonpon, Dec. 19.—Vienna isin a treior 
ef excitement to-day according to the dis- 
patches, but is more in fear of a still more 
grievous financial panic than Saturday’s than 
apprehensive of any immediate foreign trouble. 
Nathing transpires as to the result of to-day’s 
Ministerial council, except that only 15,000,000 
florins was voted to the Minister of War, but itis 
believed that Austria is going todemand explana- 
tions, and such a course must involve a resolu- 
tion to take the armed initiative in case the 
demand is fruitless. Hence, while nobody wishes 
fer war,there must be a good deal of nervousness 
while this playing with naked swords continues. 

The Rev. Dr. Parker’s explanation to a Liver- 
pool paper about his effort to peddle a Glad- 
stone interview in America strikes everybody 
as painfully thin. There have been full reports 
of his failure printed over here, and general re- 
gret is expressed among friendly people that he 
has not shown more sense, while the majority of 
folks who are already hostile to him and his 
class rather rejoice. 

There is stilla great deal of talk about the 
Duke of Norfolk's mission to Rome. One unex- 
peeted result, at least unexpected by Lord 
Salisbury, isasavage protest from the Ulster 
Orangemen, who even go the length to say 
that they will be for home rule in preference to 
an alliance between the Tories and the Vatican. 


WHAT ENGLISHMEN TALK ABOUT. 
LORD SALISBURY ON FAIR TRADE—THE 
TRIAL OF DANIEL DOHERTY. 

Lonpon, Dec. 19.—Lord Salisbury made 
a speech at Derby to-day. In the course of his 
Temarks he stated that so faras is known in 
diplomatic circles there was no ground 
whatever for the war terror that had 
selzed the Bourses and papers of Europe. 
Referring to the ‘fair trade” move- 
ment, Lord Salisbury said he must know 
what the proposals meant before he could 
give an opinion on them. At present there 
Was no exact definition as to how far “fair 
trade” went, or to what extent it was identified 
With protection. He could hold out no prospect of 
relief to the oppressed and ruined British farmer 
from a revival of protection. With regard to 
Treland he complained of Mr. Gladstone’s con- 
tinued reticence and want of frankness. The 
Home Rulers, he said, could not agree even upon 
first principles. The country now more than 
ever felt that union must be insisted 
on, or other and greater evils than the loss of 
Ireland would happen. Lord Salisbury said 
that the adoption of protection by England 


would involve the country in a civil war. 

Daniel Doherty was placed on trial at the Old 
Bailey to-day for the murder of George Graham, 
afeliow-American. After the evidence for the 
prosecution had been given the prisoner made 
& persoual statement. He said that he 
had known Graham for 15 years, and 
that they were always the best of ‘friends. On 
the day the shooting occurred he and Graham 
had many drinks together. They talked about 
firearms, and he took Graham home with him to 
show hima revoiver. On arriving at his home 
Witness’s wife said he was drunk, 
Tne revolver was on the wmwantelpiece 
and -he took ii down and started to go out. When 
he reached the door the weapon wentoff. He 
ealled.upon God to witness that he had never 
quarreled with Graham. Other evidence offered 
partiy supported the theory that the shooting 
was accidental, resulting from Doherty’s drunk- 
en condition. The case was adjourned, 

The fight between Kilrain of Baltimore and 

Smith of Engiand for a dfamond belt and the 
championship of the world took place on the 
island of St. Pierre, ine the River Seine, France, 
to-day, in the presence of about 100 per- 
sons There was no police interference. The 
figit was remarkabie for the persistent 
wrestling of the mev. Darkness stopped the 
tight at 4:45. One hundred and six rounds were 
fought, lasting twoandahaif hours. The fight 
Was dietlared a draw. 
} The delegates to the sugar conference have 
signed a protocol for the abolition of bounties, 
With the proviso that the Governments inter- 
ested accept or reject it before March 1. 

The Eari of Cairns was married to-day to Miss 
Olive Berens. A brilliant assemblage witnessed 
the ceremony. The Prince of Wales presented 
the bride with & bracelet set with diamonds and 
sapphires, 

A deputation waited on Chief Secretary Bal- 
four in Dublin to-day to urge the Government 
to adopt measures for the development of 
the rational resources and industries, and to sug- 
gest the advisability of establishingadepartment 
of industry similar to that in Wurtemberg. Mr. 
Balfeur replied that the Government was 
aiready spending for industrial and agricultural 
training schools in [relaud a sum nearly equiva- 
lent to the expenditure of the Wurtemberg de- 
partmert. He would not say that nothing 
Iurther could be done. He put agri- 
culture aside. He thought it was a 
great misfortune that agriculture was 
almost the sole industry in Ireland. A diver- 
sivn of the people’s energies to other industries 
Would overcome many existing difficulties. It 
Was a heavy responsibility for the Government 
to determine the best channels in which to di- 
rect imperial capital. He promised that the 
Government would consider the deputation’s 
proposals.

GERMANY’S HOME AFFAIRS. 
COUNT PERPOUCHER RETIRES FROM THE 
IMPERIAL HOUSEHOLD. 
BerLin, Dec. 19.—Count Perpoucher, 
whose wife was sald to have been implicated in 
the sending of the forged documents to the Czar, 
bas resigned his office of Chief Marshal of the 
imperial household. His retirement is connect- 
ed with the imperial banquet given to the Czar 
auring bis recent visit to Berlin, on which occa- 
sion Prince Bismarck was not allotted a place 
corresponding with his rank, opposite the Czar. 

Count Perpoucher afterward went to Fried- 

richsruhe for the purpose of explaining how the 

mistake happened, lut Prince Bismarck refused 
to receive him. Count Perpoucber was also 


mortified by a semi-official communication he re- 
ceived on the subject. Count ven Stolberg- 
Wernigerode, Minister of the Imperial House- 
hold, 1s taking steps to enable Count Perpoucher 
to retain bis post.

THE DETHEOTIVE BURGLARS. 


DEPUTY SHERIFF HAYNER OF NEW- 
YORK TALKS ABOUT THE CASE. 

ToRONTO, Ontario, Dec. 19.—Frank Hay- 
ner, Special Deputy Sheriff of New-York, who 
worked up the robberies alleged to huve been 
committed by Detectives Fahey and Naegele 
and Constable Bureau of Montreal, was in this 
city a day or two ago. 

Speaking about the case Mr. Hayner said: “I 
worked In Fahey’s confidence and he eventually 
took me for a@ first-class crook. The first plan 
of robbery he proposed was to steal Sir Donald 
Smith’s picture, ‘Les Commuthicants,’ by Jules 
Breton, which was purchased for $45,000, He 
sald he would give mea water inspector's’ uni- 
form and get me into the house to locate the 
picture and plan the robbery, but I tole him it 
would be too difficult and he abandoned the 
project. He next drove me out toward the St. 
Vincent de Paul penitentiary after night. He 
showed me the residence of a wealthy widow, 
who collected immense rents once a month 
and took the money home with her. 
He wished to arrange the robbery of the 


lady or of the house, and planned the cutting of 
the telephone wires, &c., in order that the police 
could not be communicated with quickly. It 
was a ludicrous scene the night we went to the 
widow’s house in the darkness. About a dozen 
of big bulldogs came after us, and we had to run 
for our lives. Wedidn’t rob the widow. Three 
days afterward he planned the robbery of the 
Grand Trunk paymaster. He then introduced 
me to Naegele and informed me that he had 
the watchman of the Grand Trunk sta- 
tion under his power. The plan was to 
knock the paymaster on the head, but 
I disagreed to that, as [ felt that 
if a murder were committed I would get into a 
mess and be unable to clear myself. I therefore 
advised them \to commence on a smaller scale. 
The next day he planned the vault robbery, and 
T agreed tothat. Then we introduced a man as 
Cray, acrook. He had a first-class kit of burg- 
lar’s tools (but was no other than Chief De- 
tective Maxwell of Chicago] and looked every 
inch a first-class crook. introduced him 
to Fahey, Naegele, and Bureau. They took the 
bait, and Fahey took him around the city and 
pointed out places he wished the crook to oper- 
ate upon and assured him every protection. I 
tell you if Maxwell and myself had been crooks, 
as they thought us to be, and had done as 
they directed us, we could have atolen over 
$200,000 out of Montreal,and no one would 
ever have known who committed the robberies, 
We couid have stolen fabulous sums.”

A DOUBLE POLITICAL TRAGEDY. 

FARMERSVILLE, La., Dec. 19,—The re- 
markably bitter political campaign now in prog- 
ress between Sam D. McEnery and Frencis T, 
Nicholls, reform candidate for Governor, resulted 
to-day in bloodshed, two of the most prominent 
citizens of North Louisiana being the victims. 
James A. Ramsey, a young lawyer, and a lead- 
ing Nicholls man of Union Parish, early in the 
campaign made a vigorous attack upon Mc- 
Enery and his office holders in the parish. This 
brought out acounter attack in the columns of 
the Farmersville Gazetie, edited by Col. J. E. 
Trimble, and charges involving the veracity of 
both parties were made by each other. This 


morning both parties met by accident at the 
front door of M. J. Stein & Co.’s store. Hot 
words were spoken, and from all accounts both 
drew their weapons. Some five or six shots were 
fired and Judge Trimble and Mr. Ramsey were 
both seen to fail back dead. There was a crowd 
in the immediate neizhvorhood, and Col. Ed 
Jones, brother of ex-United States Collector 
Jones, had a hole cut 1n his coat and shirt by a 
stray builet. Both men leave estimable families 
and hosts of friends. The affair throws a gloom 
over the entire parish. Judge Trimble was an 
officer of the Federal Army, and settled in Louis- 
jana after the war. He was for many years a 
Republican Judge. At the time of the military 
raids for political purposes in 1872 he caused 
the arrest and punishment of regular United 
States Army officers for contempt of his court. 
He had since been a practicing lawyer and edi- 
tor of a paper in the mmterest of the McEnery 
party. amsey Was arising young lawyer of 
good practice and brilliant prospects, and was 
an earnest leader of the Nicholls element.

PROBABLY. KILLED BY THE OARS. 

NORWALK, Conn., Dec. 19.—Yesterday 
morning as the little 8-year-oid son of Edward 
McMahon was crossing the railroad bridge 
which spans the river a short distance above 
the tunnel of the Danbury and Norwalk Rail- 
road, he discovered the body of a man being 
dashed by the strong current against the rocks 
nearly 20 feet below. The neighborhood was 
quickly aroused, and the corpse, which was 
identified as that ef Michael Mulligan, was, by 


order of Deputy Coroner Burke, taken to 
Kavanagh & Siattery’s undertaking roums on 
Main-street. Mulligan was employed at Meeker’s 
foundry, and Saturday night, after receiving his 
wages, started for home. in order to shorten 
the distance he took a route which leads through 
the yard of Simond’s foundry, and then on up 
the track, crossing the bridge. Evidence at the 
inquest this morning was such as to lead Coroner 
Burke tothe belief that the man was killed by 
the cars. The engineer of the night freight tes- 
titied that on the up trip last Saturday night, as 
he was going through the tunnel, he saw a man 
crossing the bridge, but the speed of the train 
Wus 80 great thatthe engine was upon him al- 
most before he could reverse the lever. The 
train was stopped as soon as possible and a 
thorough search was made bythe brakemen, 
but as no trace of the mun was discovered he 
came to the conclusion that he was mistaken, 
and continued on his way to Danbury,» An ex- 
amination of the remains showed that several 
bones were broken, and that there were a num- 
ber ofcuts and bruises around the head and 
back. McMahon was 35 years old. and leavesa 
widow and four children, the eldest but 7 years 


of age.

Leonard Fish of Local Assembly No, 53 was 
elected Temporary Chairman, and Albert Hoff- 
manof Local Assembly No. 4,940, Cincinnati, 
was chosen Secretary. The convention then 
took a recess for an hourin order to allow the 
Committee on Credentials to report, after which 
an effort was made to elect permanent officers, 
but an all-afternoon session failed to accomplish 
this end, and the permanent organization will 
not be completed until to-morrow. It is proba- 
ble the convention will be in session until 
Wednesday. The national charter has already 
been granted by the General Executive Board of 
the Knights of Lanor.

COMMITTEES OF THE HOUSE 


MR. RANDALL 10 RETAIN 
OLD PLACES. 

AN UNDERSTANDING PROBABLY REACHED 
ON THE TARIFF—LAMAR’S NOMINA- 
TION GOES OVER FOR THE HOLIDAYS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The annonnce- 
ment of the Committee on Rules, with Randall, 

Mills, Reed, and Cameron as mombers, is taken 

as an indication that Randall will unquestiona- 

bly retain his Chairmanship of Appropriations, 
and that Mills will go to the head of 
the Ways and Means. Mr. Randall gives his 
friends to understand that he has made 
no promises to Mr. Carlisle. It is 
generally believed, however, in spite of this re- 
port, thatif no promises have been made there 
has been at least an understnding that Mr. Ran- 
dall shall not perversely oppose all attempts to 
pass a@ revenue bill. Very few Democrats in the 

House pretend to be able toindicate the character 

ofa compromise in measures that Mr. Randall will 

accept as not touching any American industry. 

Mr. Mills will undoubtedly try his best to secure 

the report of a strong bill, and with his associ- 

ateson the Ways and Means Committee wiil 
stoutly fight against amendments that will rob 
itof allcharacter as a tax-reducing measure. 

The Ways and Means Committee and 

the Committee on Appropriations will 

be appointed if possible before the 


adjournment on Thursday. The remaining com- 
mittees will be held cver until after the recess. 
Itis learned that Speaker Carlisle has decided 
that it will be inexpedient for him to accept the 
advice of the New-York Democrats to appoint 
Mr. Bliss Chairman of Pacific Railroads, but that 
he willcomply as far as possible with the requests 
inade for the placing of other members. Mr. 
Outhwaite of Ohio is spoken of as likely to be 
inade Chairman of Pacitic Railroads. The ap- 
pointment would meet with the approval of ail 
who know the man, except, perhaps, the Pacitic 
railroads, although the railroads ought to be 
gratified by the selection of a Chairman who is 
both intelligent and honest.

A week ago to-day Senator Frye introduced a 
resolution which was adopted calling upon Sec- 
retary Fairchild to furnish the Senate with all 
the information in his possession concerning the 


bonding of the Canadian Pacific Railway. In 
Tesponse Mr. Fairchild has sent all the records 
ofthe Treasury Department on the matter to 
the Senate. It appears that on Aug. 21, 1886, 
Goodall, Perkins & Co., general agents 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship, Company, ap- 
plied through Collector Hager, at San Francisco, 
to bond that Jine as a connection ofthe Canadian 
Pacific for the transportation of American mer- 
chandise in bond through Canada to points in 
the United States. The agents of the Steamship 
Line said that the had entered into 
a traffic‘arrangement with the Canadian Pacitic 
with which they expected to operate. 
On Sept. 4, 1886, Secretary Fairchild wrote the 
Collector at San Fraucisco that an application 
would be filed, that it would be necessary to 
bond the route and that an application in ac- 
cordance with the law would receive prompt at- 
tention aud consideration. Un March &, 1887, the 
Secretary was supplied with a statement show- 
ing that the Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
was organized under the iaws of California, and 
that it sent one steamer a week to connect with 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad at Port Moody, 
British Columbia, and that the route was used 
to transport goods from San Francisco to points 
in the United States by way of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, and from points in the 
United States to points Gn California, This 
inclosure also contained a list of lines 
bonded in the United States for carrying 
United States merchandise free of duty. For 
Chicago, St. Louis, and wll Missouri River trade 
it connected with the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba, Chicago 
and Northwestern, Chicago, 8t. Paul, Minneap- 
olis and Omaha, controlled by the Chicago and 
Northwestern, Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul, Chicago, urlington and  Quin- 
cy, Chicago, Rock Island ‘and  Pacitic. 
For New-York it . connected with the 
Canafian Pacific Railway, the Rome, 
Watertown, and Ogdensburg Railroad, and 
the New-York Central. For Boston and New- 
England points the connections were the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, Montreal and South- 
eastern, and Connecticut and Passumpsic Rail- 
way. On June 20, 1887,the bond was com- 
pleted in $100,000 by Collector Hager. Assist- 
ant Secretary Maynard wrote on July 1 
explaining at length the authorit 
under which the bonding was complete 
Objection has been made because the Secretary 
did not use the discretion to refuse to bond the 
steamship line as a connection of the Canadian 
Pacitic. He holds that the law is not discretion- 
ary as to his withholding the permission when 
recurity is offered to protect the Government. 
The discretion givon him, he understands, is in 
reference to the sutticiency of the bond and the 
regulations to prevent the Government from 
loss. on 

Chairman Sawyer of the Senate Committee on 
Post Offices and Post Roads is not much of a 
speechmaker, but he has the knack of inducing 
Senators to vote for measures in which he is in- 
terested and to grant any little favor he asks 


for. Mr. Sawyer has been putting his persuasive 
powers to the test fora week among the Sena- 
tors, and hence no surprise was felt to-day when 
he succeeded in heading off the proposed special 
committee to consider the subject of postal tele- 
graphs. There were indications that the Wiscon- 
sin Senator intended to make a little speech. 
aud he moved down into Mr. Frye’s place in the 
front row. When, however, the Senate took up 
his motion to reconsider the vote creating the 
select committee, Mr. Sawyer blushed like a 
schoolboy, and could only remark that he 
thought the vote ought to be reconsidered. Mr. 
Butler, who originally proposed the committee, 
expressed a desire for a better reason, but Mr. 
Sawyer, whose nervous trepidation was quite 
evident, could only repeat that he thought there 
should be a reconsideration. Mr. Butler, 
whose voice is often heard in debate, pressed 
Chairman Sawyer rather hard until Mr, 
Saulsbury went to his defense with an argument 
for allowing postal telegraph questions to be 
settled by the regular Post Office Committee, 
Having had enough amusement, Mr. Butler an- 
nounced that he was willing Mr. Sawyer’s de- 
sires should be gratified. Without the formality 
of a vote it was immediately agreed to recon- 
sider the select committee motion and to turn 
postal oe egies measures Over to Mr. Sawyer’s 
comuuittee. The Wisconsin Senator is happy 
to-night, for the dignity of his committee has 
been vindicated and he has not been obliged to 
make a speech. . 

lf Senator Evarts had been on hand this morn- 
ing the Judiciary Committee would probably 
have taken action to-day on the nomination of 


Secretary Lamar to be an Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court. The committee was called 
together by Chairman Edmunds especially to 
consider the Lamar case, and for over au hour 
the subject was discussed in secret. It was 
urged by some of the members that Mr. Evarts 
ought to have a voice in the matter, and 
finally, when it was time for the Sen- 
ate to meet, it was agreed to postpone 
the finding of a decision until after 
the holiday recess. The longer the matter is 
held back the more apparent does it become 
that the confirmation of Mr. Lamar will be pre- 
ceded by a sharp fight in the Senate. The Secre- 
tary’s friends do not like the delay. ‘They say 
they have perfect faith in the successful out- 
come of the struggle, but they would rather see 
the nomination go through without a rumpus. 
Some of them would not be surprised if the Re- 
publicans should follow the tactics pursued in 
the case of many nominations last year, when, 
after confirming nominees, the majority pub- 
lished campaign documents trying to bring dis- 
credit upon the Administration for making the 
nominations.

A THEATRE IN DANGER FROM FIRE IN

PHIEADELPHIA, Dec. 19.—A fire broke out 
ina furniture storé near the Chestnut-Street 
Theatre this evening, just as the curtain rose on 
the second act of “Erminie.” The theatre 
was crowded, and as the engines rattled 
up past the place and went into serv- 
ice on all sides of the playhouse a 
crowd of excited men forced their way into the 
theatre lobby and shouted to the ticket seller to

and hustled the intruders out into the 
street. He took his station at the door 
and kept the outside crowd at bay 
while a messenger was sent to the stage to in- 
form Manager Nixon of the theatre’s peril. The 
latter piped down to Musical Director Jesse 
Williams who stood up and announced to the 
audience that there was a fire in an adjoin- 
ing building and that all those who wished 
to withdraw could do so quietly. The 
audieuce applauded and concluded to remain. 
A miessenger who had been dispatched to ascer- 
tain the imminence of the danger returned at 
this juncture and reported that the fire was en- 
croaching on the theatre. Manager Nixon then 
appeared on the stage and advisedthe audience 
to quietly disperse. ‘ The orchestra will play a 
slow march while you walk out,” said Mr. Nixon. 
The orchestra played a slow march and tbe 
audience did as they were advised. 

Miss Pauline Hall, the prima donna of the 
“Erminie” company, came near fainting and 
was almost carried toa carriage by several 
members of the chorus. The members of the 
cumpany made a rush for their wardrobes, but 
were told that the danger was past, and then 
all quietly dispersed. The theatre was not dam- 
aged and the performances of *‘Erminie”’ will 
be continued. .

BETTER MAIL SERVICE WANTED. 

St. Pau, Minn., Dec. 19.—‘‘ All mail for 
this State is made up to accommodate Cni- 
cago correspondents. What we need is a 
department of the Railway Mail Service at St. 
Paul.” The above remarks were uttered by 
Postmaster Day in response to an inquiry about 
the fast mail service from the East. “I have 
been trying for some time,” continued Mr. Day, 
“to have the train come directly through from 


the East, stopping in Chicago only long enough 
to exchange wail pouches. The department is 
controlled by Chicago intiuence. I doubtif any 
change can be effected.” 

There appears to be no doubt that if the mail 
could arrive here and be distributed by 1:30 
o'clock each afternoon, iustead of at 4 o’clock, 
as at present, the change would be of great bene- 
fit to the people of the Northwest, and particu- 
larly to' the wholesale merchants and bankers of 
this city. The Northern Pacific Koad, which 
carries the fast mail to the extreme West, has 
been anxious for some time to start the train 
which now leaves at 4 P. M. earlier in the 
day, which it could do if the Eastern 
fast mail train came through with but a few 
moments stop in Chicago. The Chamber of 
Commerce to-day adopted a resolution request- 
ing the Senators and Representatives from Min- 
nesoia to use their influence with the Post Office 
Department to have the fast mail from the East 
to the Northwest expedited in its transfer at 
Chicago, so as to obviate the present unneces- 
sary delay of over two hours.

A RETORT FROM GERMANY 


pss SSN Met 
RUSSIAN CHARGES 
SAILED IN DETAIL. 
AN INSPIRED ARTICLE SHOWING RUS- 
SIA TO BE THE AGGRESSOR—HAS THE 
CZAR BEEN PURPOSELY DECEIVED? 
BERLIN, Dec. 19.—The Cologne Gazette, in 
an inspired article, criticising the artiole in the 
Invalide Russe, says: “ There was no increase 
of the German forces on the Russian frontier 
until the Spring of the current year. The in- 
crease of the peace effective of Continental 
armies originated in enormous armaments. 
France for some time obliged Germany to leave 
ln the Reichsland troops which really belonged 
to the Eastern provinces. When Russia, in 
1878, transferred the balk of her troops weat- 
ward, and a tone of extreme hostility to 
Germany was manifested in the Russian press, 
Germany for the tirst time pushed forward some 
battalions and squadrons to the Eastern front- 
ier, which until then had been almost denuded 
of troops.” The article denies the accuracy of 
the statement of the Invalide Russe regarding 
the extension of German strategic railways to 
the eastward. The German system was planned, 
the paper says, not with a view to strategy in 
the East, but solely for commercial pur- 
poses, to facilitate traffic petween Russia awl 
German ports on the Baltic. It is not 
true, it says, that the fortresses at Thorn 
Posen, Dantzic, and Koenigsberg were created 


asamenace to Russia. Those fortresses have 
been long existent, and are now as ever the 
guard of the frontier. The statement that 
Grandenz has been converted into a camp and 
fortress is also pronounced incorrect. The arti- 
cle concludes as follows: * The IJnvalide Russe 
seeks to minimize the extent of the Russian 
reparations. In the Autumn#¢the Russian 

eseryes were called out. Have they been 
dismissed yet? What is the object of increasing 
the rifle brigades? What is the meaning of the 
raising of cavalry regiments to six squadrons? 
What means the placing of batteries attached 
to cavalry upon a war footing? The Russian 
railways serve only military purposes. In the 
construction of fortresses Russia is exceeded 
only by France. With Germany all is open. 
Russian measures are taken with the greatest 
secrecy, and what cannot be quite concealed it 
is sought to misrepresent.” 


Vienna, Dec. 19.—Herr von Tisza, the 
Hungarian Prime Minister, had a conference 
with Count Kalnoky, the Austrian Prime Minis- 
ter, and Crown Prince Rudolph prior to the mil- 
itary council to-day. The council was held at 
noon. Emperor Francis Joseph presided. It 
lasted from 1 until! 3 o’clock. Count Kalnoky, 
Count von ‘aatte, Herr Tisza, and other Minis- 
ters were present. It was decided to grant the 
Minister of War a credit of 15,000,000 florins. 
The smallness of the grant is held to be proof 
that Austria does not intend to take aggressive 
measures. : 

The Fremdenblatt to-aay publishes an official 
statement that as a resultof the military coun 
cils the Government has resolved to take no 
measure which would compel the summening of 
the Delegations. . 

A letter to the Political Correspondence from 
Berlin charges the Czar’s entourage with sys- 
tematically misleading the Czar and inducing 
him to make decisions which he would not sanc- 
tion if he knew the truth. The latest prvof of 
this state of affairs, says the letter, is the recent 
article of the St. Petersburg official Military Ga- 
zette, which reflects the false military reports 
submitted to the Czar. The Czar’s secluded life 
and the unscrupulous flattery of the diplomats 
around him facilitate the work of deception and 
explain the Czar's otherwise incomprehensible 
atiitude on the most important questions of the 
hour. The hope of averting the catastrophe of 
war depends chiefly upon whether the misrepre- 
sentations of the Czar’s entourage can be suc- 
cessfully exposed and the truth revealed to his 
Majesty. 


Moscow, Dec. 19.—No troops excepting 
the Thirteenth Division have recently moved 
westward of the Muscow district. The resolute 
tone of the Jnvalide Russe has created great en- 
thusiasm here. 


BUCHAREST, Dec. 19.—From semi-official 
sources it is learned thatin vieW of the uncer- 
tain political situation preparations are quietly 
being made to meet any sudden emergency, and 
that the Government will act in accord with 
Austria and Germany. Councils are being held, 
the King presiding, and the intercourse be- 
tween the Government and the Austrian 
Minister, M. Goluchowski, has become active. 
Preparations have been completed to mobilize 
two army corps for cuncentration on the Rus- 
sian frontier. The credit of $3,050,000 in- 
tended for a strategic railway between Jassy 
and Dorohoy will now be kept in reserve as an 
emergency fund,

BOSS PLAIT’S CASE. 


TRIAL TO BE PRESSED IN SPITE OF OB- 
JECTIONS. 


ALBANY, Dec. 19.—Justice Learned sat in 
Circuit Court this afternoon. He stated that 
Justice Mayham, whe had intended to be pres- 
ent and hold the balance of the term, had been 
prevented by missing a train, and that he simply 
came at Justice Mayham’s request to adjourn 
Attorney-General O’Brien and E. 
Countryman were present for the State in the 
case of The People against Thomas C. Platt, 
while Hamilton Harris appeared for Mr. Platt. 
At the suggestion of some one the day ealendar 
was called, and Mr. Countryman moved to put 


the Platt case on the calendar. Mr. 
Harris opposed this, Attorney-General 
O’Brien said that Justice 
served the case for the second Tuesday, and 
it ought to go on the calendar by right. Mr. 
Harris did not understand such to be the fact, 
averring that Justice Ingalls had positively re- 
fused to let it goon the head of the calendar, 
and it had never made its appearance on the day 
calendar. From all that had transpired in the 
case during the past two weeks he gid not know 
why the court should now take action specially 
and put it on. He opposed it because the defense 
are not ready, Mr. Platt’s retained counsel being 
engaged in atrialin the United States court in 
Now-York. When a party was not ready it was 
generally considered a valid reason for not put- 
ting acase on. The making up of any calendar 
should be done by the Justice who is to sit. 

Justice Learned said: ‘“ I see no impropriety 
in my making up a calendar and putting No. 1 
at the foot.” 

Mr. Harris retorted: “If your Honor persists 
in putting this case on against our objection 
that we are not ready, every precedent and rule 
of the court will be violated.” 

Judge Learned stated that he would put No. 1 
on at the feot of the day calendar, when Mr. 
Harris replied with warmth: 

“In spite of Justice Ingalls’s refusal to put it 
on, and in violation of Rule 10 of the court, re- 
quiring 24 hours’ notice to the defendant of a 
motion to put it on, and when we have had no 
such notice?” 

Justice Learned (emphatically)—I’ll put No, 1 
on at the foot of the calendar. 

Mr. Harris asked if his Honor was aware of 
the fact that it was the rule and practice in the 
courts over which Judge Learned had presided 
that a case could not be put upon the calendar 
except upon notice, and now he (Learned) had 
violated that rule and practice. He didn’t un- 
derstand how, when the Judge came simply to 
adjourn the court for another Justice, he could 
make up a calendar and put on a case when 
objected to. ‘But,’ concluded Mr. Harris, * if 
you persist in putting this ease on in spite of all 
rules and precedents we must submit.’ 

The Judge then announced that the case was 
the last On to-morrow’s calendar, being the 
eighth. As there are several litigations, each of 
which will consume a good while, the indica- 
tions are that Mr. Platt’s case will not be 
reached until late in the week. 

Attorney-General O’Brien said to-night that 
he would move the Platt case the first thing to- 


morrow morning. It being a preferred case he 
has this right. 


ANTHONY OCUMSTOCK ON ART. 


HE ESTABLISHES A BRANCH ASSOCIA- 
TION IN BALTIMORE. 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 19.—Samuel Colgate 
President, and Anthony Comstock, Secretary, 
of the New-York Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, have been in this city several days to aid 
in the establishment ofa branch of the society 
in Baltimore. Their efforts have been success- 
ful, and to-day the branch association was 
established. Both gentlemen were warmly re- 
ceived here, and their speeches were applanded. 
Tn the course of his address to-day Mr. Comstock 
mentioned the fact that 30 New-York artists had 
asked that his society be itself suppressed, as 1t 


wasinjuring art. Referring to this the speaker 
said: “Art is not above morals. [Applause.] 
Art is in conflict with law when it assails morals, 
and when its charm is left to crime and vice. 
Then its insidious influences are peculiarly hurt- 
ful to young men and wemen. Art*has no"privi- 
leges under the law when it affects public 
morals. The question is not whether art, but 
morals are in danger.’’ Mr. Colgate in the course 
of his speech said: ** Mr, Comstock has been lied 
about and maligned, especlally about the seizure 
of those pictures recently. If any pure lady or 
gentleman had seen them they would have 
thrown them into the fire before their children 
should have seen them. If vur children have to 
be debauched by pictures which were sold by 
men who ought to bein the penitentiary, I say 
let art go. Let us fight for our children who may 
be stabbed and morally ruined by such things.” 


JOY IN THE WHISKY SHOPS. 

CuHicaGo, Dec. 19.—Judge McAllister this 
morning decided that the city ordinance pro- 
hibiting the sale of liquor to minors was void. 
A few days ago Oscar Matthia, who keeps a 
concert saloon, was arrested for selling wine to 
Linnie St. Clair, a 16-year-old girl, who was ab- 
ducted by a young man whom she had met in 
concert saloons. Matthia applied for release 
under the babeas corpus act. The Judge held 
that the portion of the ordinance which revokes 
a saloon Kkeeper’s license on a second offense is 


unconstitutional, Among the grounds for this 
Opinion are that the general incorporation act 
does not give the City Council power to pass 
such an ordinance. The act giyes the council 
power to levy fines not to exceed $200, and im- 
prison the offender not to exceed six months. 
Forfeiture of license is neither tine nor imprison- 
ment. Again, the dram-shop act provides a 
punishment to saloon keepers for selling to 
minors except in cases Where the minor brings a 
written request from the parent. The ordinance 
punished the seller or giver away of drink re- 
gardless of such request, thereby contravening 
the statute. Mutthia was discharged, and the 
decision gives great joy to the saloon keepers.

NEwBuRG, N. Y., Dee. 19.—Miss Sarah 
Bigler of Philadelphia, a teacher in a young 
ladies’ seminary at Newburg, escaped death in 
@ remarkable manner this morning. She at- 
tempted to get on a car of a West Shore passen- 
ger train on her way to Philadelphia after get- 
ting off once to zet her trunk checked. The 


train started and she lost ber balance, rolling 
between the trucks. A brake beam shoved her 
off the track into the deep snow, and she again 
roUed on the edge of the track. Thomas Gilloo- 
ly, a newsboy, grasped the young woman and 
attempted to keep her from the rails, but she 
slipped from his grasp. , The last car of the train 
had, however, passed and Miss Bigier was picked 
up. without having received a scratch.

DISCUSSING THE SURPLUS 


A LIVELY DEBAIE AT THE 
COMMONWEALTH OLUB. 
THE BALANCE OF ARGUMENT STRONGLY 
IN FAVOR OF TARIFF REFORM ad 

SUGGESTED IN THE MESSAGE. 


The Commonwealth Club dined togethers 
at the Metropolitan Hotel last evening, and aftes 
their dinner the hundred or more gentlemen 
present engaged in a discussion which was fas 
less one-sided than has been the rule at its gath 
erings. A majority of the subjects which the” 
club has given attention to of late have not been 
of the kind to call forth warmth of debate. 
Generally a topic was announced, with a 
leading speaker or writer to provide the 
principal entertainment of the evening, and hia 
speech or paper seldom provoked anything that 
sounded like severe criticism. Last nignt, how- 
ever, the condition of affairs was changed, and 
the club’s discussion was of the liveliest. The 
reason for this innovation lay in the fact thaf 
the question under illumination was one upoa 
which the Commonwealth, like all other clubs oz 
bodies of men, is divided in opinion. The sub- 
ject was ‘ The Surplus.” 

The meeting was presided over by D. Willis 
James, President of the club, and among othera 
present were Everett P. Wheeler, John J. Knox, 
Robert P. Porter, Judge W. W. Shipman, Coi. Silas 
W. Burt, Henry A. Oakley, Charles R. Miller, 
Henry L. Sprague, ex-Gov. Chamberlain, 
Charles F. Imbree, M. Dwight Collier, Walter 


Howe, D. P. Porter, Horace E. Deming, Charies 
E. Brewster, Henry Wendz, and Daniel G. 
Thompson. 


The speaker of the evening was Mr. Everett P. 
Wheeler. 

“There is no opject connected with legisla- 
tion,” he said, “* which affects the people so gen- 
erally as that of taxation. The raising ef taxes 
is like the evaporation of water from the sea 
and the lake. 1t may coliect in clouds and de- 
scend in refreshing showers to make the fields 
green and fertile, or it may gatherin stagnant 
pools, which cause suffering, disease, and death. 
The tendency of- our present taxation is in the 
latter direction. The amount of money collect- 
ed in the Treasury for which the Government 
has no use, but which the people could use to 
advantage, is increasing every day, and the 
withdrawal of so large a sum from circulation 
and use by the people is asource of constant 
alarm, and at no distant period has been, 
and ia sure to become again, a source of disaster 
to great interests in the community. It is there- 
fore plain that something must be done, nos 
aimply to reduce the surplus in the Treasury, 
but to prevent it from accumulating again. It ts 
of the first importance, in considering how this 
may most wisely be effected, to keep in view 
some principle which may guide us to a con- 
sistent plan which will provide for the wants of 
the future without injury to the present. This 
plan should be one adapted to the condition and 
requirements of our own people.” 

Mr. Wheeler reviewed the various changes 
which have occurred in the tariff from the 
foundation of the Government in 1789. 
From that date to 1824 the rate of taxa- 
tion levied by the tariff was so low as ta 
be much less than that which revenue reformerg 
are willing to concede as a proper basis for 
taxation at the present time, and the prosperity 
ot American wage-earuers was the surprise 
and wonder of ali the countries of Europe. 
The tariff of 1824 was the first attempt 
in the history of the Government at what would 
now be called a protective tariff, and under its 
operation the revenue of the Government in< 
creased until there became a surplus, which 
was divided among the States, leading to all 
Manner of extravagance and wasteful expendi- 
ture on their part, with repudiation by the 
weaker States, failure of banks, loss of confi- 
dence, capital, and credit as the results. In 
1842 a second high protective tariff was enacted, 
proved unsatisfactory, and was repealed in 
1846, and under the succeeding Walker tariff, 
which admitted nearly all raw materiais free ef 
duty and imposed only a light tax on those 
which were taxed at all, the property of the 
country increased in a ratio before tuat time 
unknown. EN ee ye 

Coming down to present times, Sfr. Wheeler 
said: “We are confronted with what is known 
as the labor questiun, a question with which our 
fathers, in its present form, had not to deal 
The gradually increasing want of contidence be- 
tween capital and labor is evineed by strikes on 
a scale which in the earlier history of the coun- 
try, had no example. This mutual distrust has 
been largely caused by delusive promises and 
representations as tothe effect of the existing 
tariff system. It has been stated so often that 
the effect of a high tariff, such as that which bas 
existed since the end of the war, is to in- 
crease the wages and improve the condi- 
tion of workinemen, that they naturaliy 
for a long while believed what was se 
confidently asserted, and when they found that 
their wages did notincrease and that they did 
not get that share of the comforts and enjoy- 
ments of life which had been promised them as 
the result of a high tariff they began to lese 
confidence in the truthfulness and fair dealing 
of theiremployers. Any careful observer must 
admit that the cause of most of the strikes 
which have done so much injury to the capitai- 
ist and the workingman has been not so wuch 
suffering as want of relation of mutual confi- 
dence which ought to exist if the best resuits 
are to be attained by either the employer or em- 
ploye. 

“T assert that the effects of the existing tariff? 
system in this country 13, on the whole, irjurious 
except to a few large manufacturers and owners 
of mines, to whom special favors, which are 
really bounties, are extended by tke preseut 
law; that it doesn’t raise the wages of labor, but, 
on the contrary, tends.to reduce them, and that 
it is every year becoming a heavier burden upoa 
all the industries of the country, not only upen 
farmers, 1n0t only upon professional men and 
clerks in all branches of industry, net only 
upon railroads and upon the great nuwver 
of persous engaged in the exchange of 
commodities, but upon the manufacturers 
themselves. This is especially true in refer- 
ence to the manufacturing industries in the 
State of New-York. There is really no part of 
the country which is more directly interested in 
a revision and reduction of the existing tariif 
than this city. {tis the largest manufacturing 
city in America, and one of the largest in the 
world, and there is scarcely a factory in New- 
York that would not be directly benefited by a 
reduction and revisionof the taritf. The best 
way to prove this, it seems to me, is to take up 
some of our prominent industries, and show how 
necessary it is to their welfare that changes 
should be made, and to indicate in general, for 
the time would fail me to indicate them all, what 
those changes should be.” 

Mr. Wheeler took up first the industry of 
buiding. “There is hardly an article,” he said, 
“that enters into the construction of a house 
that is not subject toatariff tax. Itis composed 
of raw material on which carpenters, masons, 
and others have labored, and the increased cost 
of material makes the cost of the house greater, 
the rent of the house greater, and the number to 
be built less. I had occasion a few years ago to 
build four houses in the city of New-York. 
discovered, by figuring, that the operation ef 
the duties upon building material was such that 
I could have buiit five houses if there had been 
no tariffon any of’ these things with the same 
amount of money it took to build four, I sheuld 
have spent the same money, more for labor 
and less for material. The greater the ex- 
pense of material, the less will be the 
amount that will be paid for the wages of 
the persons who are working upon it, other 
things being equal. If you diminish the ex- 
pense of material you increase the amount ex- 
pended for wages, and give that much impetus 
to the industry of the country. Im that way 
everybody is benefited, because the wages are 
spent im buying the products of the factory and 
the farm. The interest of the employer and the 
laborer is identical. When the laborers prosper 
and get good wages and spend the money they 
earn everybody prospers. Onsome of the arti- 
cles which enter into the construction of a house 
the duty is pronibitory. Such are window glass, 
lead pipe, copper, materials for making paints, 
marbie. The effect of the tariif on some of these 
has really been to destroy important portions of 
the trade of New-York.” 


Clothing next received attention. “The in- 
justice of the tax oajwool,” he said, “can best be 
perceived when we compare it with the condl- 
tions of the market for cotton cloths. The raw 
material of these is produced in this country, 
and practically without competition from the 
cotton of other countries, The result has been 
that not only are cotton cloths as cheap in this 
country as they are anywhere in the world, but 
we are large exporters of unbleached muslins te 
other conntries. We donot export considerable 
quantities of prints, because of the duties on 
dye-stuffs and bleaching powders to which the 
Enghsh manufacturer is not subject. But so far 
as Woo! is concerned, we do not produce in this 
country sufficient even for our own consump- 
tion. Practically. we raise no carpet weols at 
all, and yet a tax is imposed ostensibly 
for the benefit of » few woolkgrowers, the 
effect of which is to make it impossi- 
bie for manufacturers of woclen goods 
of ali sortsin this country te export them toa 
profit. If carpet wools were free a trade would 
atonce spring up between this country and 
Australia in the exchange of your carpets for 
their wool. The same principle applies to the 
whole list. If you will not buy you cannot sell. 
The trade which nominally and apparently is. 
conducted for cash 1s really ina B rr many in- 
stanceaja barter. It is only the differences that 
are settled, as we see every day in our Clearing’

ADVICE TQ PASSENGERS. 

Sr. Pauy, Minn,, Dec. 19.—-The Railroad 
and Warehouse Cemmissioners this morning is- 
sued the following circular, which 1s intended 
for the consideration of the traveling public of 
the State. Past orders fromthe Commissioners 
astothe Northern Pacific Company have led 
them to take this pronounced action.

company untilthe 19th iust, Our information 
leuds us to believe that the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company intends to ignore the order, 
and have inatructed their ticket agents to disre- 
gardit. Theorder is uow in foree, and should 
more than the rate prescribed by it be exacted 
the Commissioners Buxgest that any passenger 
desiring to avail himself of the reduced rates 
should tender the exact amount of fare to the 
agcnt and demaud a ticket before entering the 
ears. 

If the titket should not be furnished then, that 
the passenger enter upon his journey without a 
tisket, tendering te the conductor the same 
amount offered the agent, and informing him 
why he has no ticket. Should the conducior 
insist upon a higher fare the passenger can then 
make his election of paying (under protest) the 
sum demanded, reserving the right to prosecute 
the company for a violation of the raiiroal law 
evacted iast Winter, or of standing upon his legal 
rights at the risk of being ejected from the car. 
lf ejected the passenger might, the commission 
believe, pursue his common law remedy in the 
courts of damages for the trespass upon bis per- 
son, or institute proceedings for a Viviation of 
the railroad act, or both. The commission hopes 
te be informed of every case of violation ef the 
order. Thefacts of each case should be fully 
stated in writing and verified by oathof the 
passenger.or some Witness to the transaction.

AS TO A JUDGE'S JURISDICTION, 

Cuicaco, Dec. 19.—Judge Gresham to- 
day delivered a decision of importance as defin- 
ing the jurisdietion of Federal circuit courts, 
both originally and on removal from State 
courts, under the act of 1887. The point is 
raised in the case of the St. Louis, Vandalia and 


Terre Haute Railroad Company against the Terre 
Hauto and indasenee Rrailroad Company. 
The former is an L[llinois and the latter is an 
ludignua corporation, The suitisto set aside a 
lease executed by the former to the latter of the 
Illinois company’s line of road from East St. Louis 
+o the Indiana State line on the ground that 
the lease is void because finauthorized. The 
question was raised as tu the court’s jurisdic- 
von, and it was contended that Judge Gresham 
did not have jurisdiction because the suit was 
removed to the Federal from the State court, 
and, under section 1 of the act af March 3, 1887, 
no suit could be removed to the Federul 
from the State court, which could not have orig- 
inally been instituted in the Federal court, and 
that the right of removal was limited to such 
suils. This was the interpretation of the act made 
by Justice Field and Judge Sawyer, the latter 
of the Californis circuit. He thinks that what 
the act means is that when the jurisdiction de- 
pends on the existence of a Federal question, or 
upon grounds other than thé citizenship of the 
parties, the defendant must be sued in 
the district of his domicile, but when 
the jurisdiction depends upon the citizenship 
of the parties, the suit way be brought in the 
district in which either the plaintif® or the de- 
fendant resides. If a defendant could not 
be sued elsewhere than in the district of 
his! domicile, and the right. of removal 
was denied to both resident plaintiffs and de- 
feundants, as it certainly was, then no suit could 
be removed at all. The decision of the California 
Judges, from which Judge Gresham differs, 
was rendered in the case of Yuba against 
Pioneer Gold Mining Company. For the reasons 
stated Judge Gresham will take jurisdiction of 
the case,

THREE DBAD AND ONE DYING. 


A TERRIBLE DOMESTIC TRAGEDY 
BALSTON SPA, 

Troy, N. Y., Dee. 19.—-8. 8. Crandell, 
formerly a lawyer and real estate broker in Troy, 
to-day shot his wife, his mother-in-law, Mrs. 8. 8. 
Stone; his stepdaughter, Julia Bulkley, and him- 
self at their home in® Ballston Spa; All the vie- 
tims are dead but Mrs, Crandell, and she is 
dying. She was the divorced wife of Crandell’s 
former legal associate. Mrs. Crandell had 
money,and the tragedy was the result of 4 
quarrel over itscontrol. Crandeli’s habits were 
extravagant. He wus once candidate for Sheriff 
in Washington County, but was defeated. 

The property known as the Col. Baker place 
was bought by Mrs. Stone about a year ago. The 
family consisted of Mra. Stone. her sister, Mrs. 
Ellis; ber daughter and son-in-law, Mra. and Mr. 
Crandenl, and Mrs. Crandeli’s daughter, Julia 
Bulkiey. Mrs. Stone was about 62 years old. Her 
husband, 8. 8S. Stone, was alarge wanufacturer 
of paper collars in Troy, and died several years 
ago, leaving 4 large property. The daughter re- 
fused to accept auy of the property while her 
mother Was alive, Mrs, Crandell, the daugh- 
ter, was 37 years old. She had one 
ehild, the girl Julia Bulkley. It is said that 
Crandell represented himself to be wealthy, 
claiming to be worth $40,000. He finally mar- 
ried Mrs. Bulkley, but their married life was un- 
happy. Crandeli was in the habit of urging his 
wife to get the two-thirds of the Stone property 
which she ownedand of which her mother had 
the use, She refused, and the trouble culminated 
yesterday, when Mra. Stone and Crandell had a 
dispute as tothe oecupation of a workingman 
emplored on the premises. At that time he 
called bis wife several hard names, and she ra- 
torted that he was only a pauper, and had no 
Property except what they gave him. He re- 
piled that she would be poorer before she was 
richer, 

A week ago the grandchild made a complaint 
to have Crandell arrested for his abuse. It was 
on Sunday agreed that the ladies should go to 
Troy to-day ard cousult R. H, MeCieilan, their 
attorney. The family, except Mrs. Ellis, were 
at the table eating breakfast when Crandell 
began shooting. The ladies ran from the table 
tothe kitchen, and he ran after them, firing 
across the rogm. His spite seeined to be directed 
aguinst Mra. Stone. He fired promiscuously 
among the others and at Mrs. Ellis. Mrs. Styne 
ran out of doors into the spow some rods from 
the house. He went tothe door and shot after 
her. She fell exhausted into the snow, and died 
soon after. A Dulletin her breast showed that 
she had been shot in the houge, 

Crandell then turned about, loaded his revol- 
ver, aud at short range fired at Julia, The bul- 
let touk effect in her abdomen. Crandell was so 
close to her that the white apron which she 
wore was burned by the powder, Mrs, Crandell 
received two wounds in the groin. Crandell then 
ran fromm the room and was rot seen again until 
his dead body was found in the eupola of the 
house. Mrs, Ellis atonee raised an alarm and 
people soon came floeking to the acene. They 
were too late to be of any assistance. Officers 
were placed in charge of the room and no one 
outside was admitted, The Coroner was notified 
and a telegram was gent to Attoruey McClellan 
of Troy. 

Mrs. Crandell was alive late to-night, but very 
weak. Tha bodies of Mrs. Stone and Miss Bulk- 
ley will be buried in Oakwood Cemetery, in this 
eity. Crandell’s remains: will be interred at 
Ballston, where the tragedy occurred.

MIORIGAN’S MORTGAGED FARMS. 

Detroit, Mieh., Dec. 19.—The Commis- 
sioner of the Michigan Labor Bureau, A. H. 
Heath, has been at great paing during the past 
year to ascertain to what extent Michigan 
furms are mortgaged, and his efforts haye been 
reasonably successful, considering tlie fact that 
the information must, in a large measure, be en- 
tirely voluntary with the farmers whose lands 
are mortgaged. The reeults attained have just 


been made public by him. On June 1, 1884, 
there were 157,389 farms in Michigan. Of this 
number 138,523 were cultivated py their own- 
ers, 5,657 were rented fora tixed money rental, 
and 12,209 were worked on shares. Of 90,803 
farms reported to Commissioner Heath 47,724 
are not mortgaged at all, and 43,079 are 
mortgaged. From these data it appeare that 
47 per cent. of all the farms in the State belong 
only in part to their nominal- owners. If the 
statistics could be ascertained with entire ac- 
curacy, i¢ would probably .be found that be- 
tween 55 and GO per cent. of the Michigan 
farms are mortgaged. Tbe mortgages reported 
cover 19.02 per cent. of the entire as- 
sessed valuation of the reai estate of 
Michigan. In the case of the farms reported 
as mortgaged the mortgages amount to 
46,8 per cent. of the assessed valuation. It is 
probable that farm property is assessed at about 
halfits true valuation, and therefore these fig- 
ures would indieate that more than one-eighth 
ofall the farm property in Michigan is really 
owned by the mortgagees, The oliest counties 
make the povrest showing inthis report. The 
average rate of interest paid on farm mortgages 
reaches the large figure of 7.2 per cent., a re- 
markably high rate considering the security.

PseILaDELpHiA, Dec. 19.—A meeting of 
the creditors of Searle, Vanneman & Co., the 
notions and white goods jobbers, who made an 
assignment last week, was held bere to-day.

The attorney staied that the 
firm would pay 50 cents on the dollar—20 per 
cent. in cash and 30 per cent. in three indorsed 
notes, payable in two, four, and six menths, It 
was suggested that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to investigate the affairs of the sus- 
pended firm, and, if the investigation proved 
Satisfactory, to recommend the acceptance of 
the offer of settlement. This was adopted, and the 
committes was appointed and instructed to re- 
port on Wednesday next.

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WANTING PENSIONS FOR ALL. 

A call for a national convention of the 
veteran soldiers and sailors of the civil war, to 
be held in Now-York Feb. 1, 1888, was issued 
yesterday by the Executive Committee of the 
Rated Service Pension Association. The pur- 
pose istoform a national organization to com- 


plete the work begun by the present association. 
The call is signed by O. J. Smith, C. A. Wells, J. 
B. Hayes, J. O. Joel, and George L. Kiimer. 

Accumpanying the call is the draft of a bill 
which it is proposed to present to Congress dur- 
ing this session. It provides that a mouthly 
pension shall be paid to any officer or enlisted 
man who has served in the army, pavy, or ina- 
rine corps of the United States, including regu- 
lars and volunteers, subsequent to April 12, 
1861, and prior teJuly 1, 1886, at the rate 
or 1 cent. for each day’s service rex- 
dered. The period of service is to be computed 
from the date of muster to the date of discharge, 
but ne pension is to be granted under the act to 
or on account of any person who deserted prior 
to July 1, 1865, until he obtainsa discharge 
from the service from which he deserted. A 
discharge given by reason of re-enlistwent as a 
veteran volunteer, or to enable him to accepta 
promotion, will be recognized asa proper dis- 
charge from service within the meaning of the 
act. The pension is to be paid to qualified per- 
sons for the term ef their lives.

A TON OF DYNAMITE EXPLODING.

We be- 
lieve, as we have done from the first, that these 
specially designated gifts to institutions with which 
the donors have special relations and sympathy are 
pt much more value both to donors and recipients 
than these given generally for hospital purposes to 
no special beneticiaries.

There was a tingo of sadness in Mr. Miller's re- | 
marks on this ictter, that the charmed circle 
bad beey broken. It was the first event of this 
kind in the history of the assoctation, be said, | 
and he believed he expressed the sentiments of 
his comrades when he stated that he received 
the withdrawal with poignant regret, Har- 
mony had prevailed so long, and there 
had’ always been such wnanimity of ac- 
tien, that he, in common with all, had 
hoped the sentiment was so strongly developed 
as to wake impossible any dissatisfaction, he 
sction referred to in the letter was so gengrally 
approved that nobody expected the minority to 
protest. It was clearly a case of one against 
many. President Miller advised careful con- 
sideration of the communication and suggested 
that only the most considerate action, be taken, 
as it had been intimated very strongly that there 
was g possibility of the Presbyterian Hospital 
revoking ita decision, The door ought to be left 
Wide open, he saij, for the chance return of the 
erring sister. In this connection he produced 
some very interesting Ictters from well-known 
Presbyterians. - 
Morris K, Jessup wrote: 


“TI regret exceedingly what has taken place in the 
Saturday and Suncay Hospital Association and I 
fe pot at all sympathize with the action of 
the New-York Presbytery of the Presby- 
terian Hospital. I was about to renew my 
request that my neme be left off of the Direct- 
ors of the association for the reason I gave 
ou last Winter, but when I heard of the action al- 
nied to T concluded, asa Presbyterian, I would 
stand by the association. I trast the good people of 
this city will net be influenced by what has been 
fone, but will continue to send in their gifts for the 
benefit of an association doing so much good for 
Christ's sake, irrespective of denominational lines 
and prejudices.” 

Dr, B. St. John Reosa’s opinion was this: 


“Tam notataliin sympathy with the movement 
to withdraw other Presbyterian churches from your 
association, and I shall use whatever little influence 
I may possibly have in the church to prevent any 
ection tending to autagonize your beneficent and 
eathoijc work.” 


Dr. C. BR. Agnew sent a long letter, from which 
the following 1s taken: 


*J think I should asa Presbyterian tell you that 
I greatiy regret that the Presbyterian Hospital has 
withdrawn from the Hospital Saturday anid Sunday 
Association. Jj believe that the managers of that 
asetul institution will also regret the courae pur- 
sned ty them and ultimately reirace it if the way 
is left open. They cannot do the charitable 
work they are doing without a refi-x influ. 
ence upon themselves which will clarify their 
conception of duty and privilege and ultimately 
carry them back te your association. I have always 
regarded your association as promofing, In a pe- 
enijarand important manner, needed co-operation 
among ourcity hospitals, In dving this it has led 
to atwore uniform aud perspicuens method of re- 
cordiug and reporting hospital work, hospital wants, 
and hospital expenditures, In this way enefactors 
bave had increased knowielge of hospital statistics, 
and so been jed not oniv to increase their giving 
through a common almoner like your association. 
but also to take a more Vital and intelligent 
interest in sach institutions as happened to'com. 
mend themselves to their special sympathies. I 
am glad that you are also doing «all you can to dis- 
courage ‘designated gifts,’ and therefore appreve 
of your recent amendment of Ar.icle 1V. of your 
ponstitution. Iam not guite convinced that your 
Sistributing committees is wise in diverting any 
money, even to benefit needy and meritorious hospi- 
tals. Perhaps their purpose, a commendable one, | 
may be reached in some entirely unobjectiopable 
manner.” 


William E. Dodge’s note was: 


“T cannot tell you how pained and surprised Iam 
atthe action as to the Presbyterian Hospital. I 
tannot understand it at all. if those who love 
Christ and claim to be influenced by Hia teachings 
sanDot co-operate in tender care for the sick and dy- 
mg. it certainly speaks atrangely for our Christian 
sivilization. JT have been absent from the city and 
save had no opportunity to meet any of the man- 
wgers of the hospital, but all the Presbyterian lay- 
pen I have met feel hurt and mortified. There must 
de some ofd misunderstanding, which I trust will 
be set right. 1 believe mavy contributions will come 
this year to your committee.” 

“There you see,” said President Milleras he 
jaid down the last letter, “is evidence that the 
aooris ajar, and it is very important thatonly 
judicious action betaken so that the wanderer 
will return. I would suggest that definite ac- 
tion be postponed, and any commeuts be made 
mild ané low leat the break in our circle be ex- 
aggerated.”’ 

The President announced that he had replied 
to the communications of the Presbyterians who 
disapproved of the action by the hospital, and 
exhibited copies of the letters. In his letter to 
Mr. Dodge he aaid: 

“This very thing has been good for all, and I be- 
lieve—for myself | know-~it has year by year trained 
us not only for more earnest and sympathetic work 
in the line of the association, bat in the progress 
also of the alliance you are presiding over, and steps 
toward the Christian unity initiated by the Epis- 
copal Church at its last General Conference. So 
marked ha: this become that not ouly sectarian 
proclivitiers disappeared, but scarcely ever was a 
preference for auy particular hospital shown in any 
of our proceedings, thougly, of course, each member 
had his preference and proclivities.” 

On motion of Judce Waterbury the commun!- 
cation of the Presbyterian Hospital was re- 
ceived with sincere regret, and action was de- 
ferred indefinitely in the hone that the old-fash- 
joned harmonious relations would be restored. 
On motion of the Rev. Dr Armitage, President 
Miller, Jacob &. Shiff, and George C. Magoun 
were designated a committee to confer with the 
managers of the Presbyterian Hospital at the 
earliest possible convenience.

Early in September the association appointed 
a cominittee of 50 to solicit subscriptions, It 
raised less. than $10,000, and then matters 
came toa standstili.

Last year James B. Jermain proposed to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, then num- 
bering 40 members, thatif it would procure a 
lot, he would erect a suitable building therson 
for the association. The young wen started ont 
and canvassed the city. In # comparatively 
short time they bad pledges of $25,000. Then 
the public was appealed to and little by little 
$20,000 more was raised, and the lot on North 
Pearil-street adjoining the Kenmore Hotel was 
purchased. Now rests on it Mr, Jermain’s or- 
namwent te thecity, in the shape of a sixty- 
thousand-dollar building. 

There is a feeling that the amount needed to 
secure the Bleecker legacy cannot be raised in 
the short time remaining. The committee are 
indefatigable in their exertions, and comprise 
some of the wealthy residents, who give freely 
ot their means. 


METHODIST BISHOPS. 
EST 
PROSPECTS FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF 
FIVE NEW MEN, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 19.—A prom- 
inent and wel)l-informed Methodist clergyman 
says thatitisas good as certain that the Rev. 
Farl Cranston, a former Minnesotian, is to be 
madea Bishop. “ At the next General Confer- 
ence of the Methoaist Church in New-York next 
May,” said the gentleman, “‘a good many mat- 
ters of great importance will come up, 
and the appointment of Bishops is among 
them. By the deatn of Bishop  Har- 
ris of New-York and Bishop Simpson 
of Philadelphia there are two vacancies in the 
Board of Bishops. Moreover, the work has 
grown to such a vast scale that altogether it 


will be necessary to have at least five new 
Bishops. There will be a Bishop stationed 1a 
India, and probably one in China. Of course 
there are any number of able and distinguished 
clergymen who would jump at the chance to 
become Bishops, and some tall scheming is 
goingon, Mr. Cranston, who is regarded as one 
of the lucky five,is at present agent for the 
Western Book Concern. Other gentlemen who 
are spoken of as possible prospective Bishops 
are Dr. Paine of the Ohio Wesleyan University, 
Dr. Joyce of Cincinnati, Chancellor Simms of 
the educational institution in Syracuse, N. Y., 
and Dr. Thoburn, for so longa time connected 
with missionary work in India. If a missionary 
for India is appointed Dr. Taoburn will be the 
man. 

‘‘ There is another matter in this connection 
that will be of special interest to Minneapolitans 
—they will undoubtedly lose Bishop Foss, By the 
death of Bishop Harris the Episcopal residence 
in New-York is unoccupied. Bishop Foss will 
probably zo there and Bishop Warren of Denver 
will go to Pinladelphia, quite likely, If Mr. 
Cranston hecomes a Bishop he will be iocated at 
Minneapolis or St. Paul. In case Bishop Foss 
leaves Minneapolis there is one consolation in 
the fact that he does not go away poor. The 
few thousand dollars that the Bishop dropped 
in Minneapolis earth when he camejhere have in- 
creased at aterrificrate and now amount to 
about $200,000 er $300,000.”

MICHIGAN’S SALT INDUSTRY. 

DETROIT, Mich., Dec. 19.—The State Salt 
Inspector has just made his report on the pro- 
duction of salt in Michigan for the current year. 
Saginaw and Bay Counties make one-half the 
salt produced in the State. Manistee follows, 
with nearly one-quarter, and St. Clair, Tosca, 
Huron, ana Mason furnish all the rest, with an 
insignificant exception. There are 125 firms en- 


gagedin the business, having 142 blocks and 
4,500 covers, with a total estimated capacity of 
5,265,000 barrels, The total product of the 
Year was 4,269,012 barrels, of which 
13,903 barrels were solar, The actual 
increase over any preceding year was 
162,079 barrels. Since the manufacture first 
began in this State there have been produced 
41,322,895 barrels. The price began in 1866 at 
$1 80 per barrel, and gradually dropped to $1 05 
10 years later. Then jor two years it stood at 85 
cents, in 1879 jumped up to $1 02, and from 
1880 to 1885 oscillated between 70 and 8324 
cents. Last year it fell to 66 cents, and this year 
to 60. The Winter closes in with 927,157 bar- 
rels (closely estimated) in bins, and about 600,- 
000 in barrels in the hands of maunfacturers.,

WESTERN UNION’S STATE TAXES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19,—The reading of opinions 
in the United States Supreme Court to-day oconpied 
only 20 minutes, and no decisions of general impor- 
tance were rendered, A motion was made by the 
Attorney-General of Massachusetts to advance the 
case of that State against the Western Union Tele. 
graph Company. This case involves the validity and 
constitutionality of any tax assessed under the tax 
system of Massachusetts upon telegraph companies 
Which accepted the aid provided for in an act of Con- 
greas approved July 22, 1866, and entitled “An act 
to aid in the construction of telegraph lines and 
to secure to the Government the use of the same 
for postal, military, and other purposes,” (Revised 
Statutes, section 5,263.) The Western Union Com. 
pany maintains thatthe system of taxation under 
which the tax complained of 1s. assessed _ as a fran- 
chise tax is unconstitutional and illegal. The amount 
of money directly involved is about $40,000, but the 
same questions are raised by the tax systems ofa 
number of other States,

MES. BROWER IS DYING. 
THE STATEMENT MADE BY THE INJURED 
WOMAN TO THE CORONER. 

The little town of Bellmore, Long Island, 
was overrun with visitors yesterday. They came 
from farms and villages for miles around to 
attend the examination into the mystery sur- 
rounding the deadly assault upon Mrs. Catherine 
Brower. It was postponed, however, until Bat- 
urday. Mrs. Brower's condition is now consid- 
ered hopeless. Yesterday was the ninth day, 
upon which the physicians counted for a change, 
either for betier or worse. The change came, 
but it was forthe worse. Atnoon she was un- 


able to speak, and she was thought to be dying. 
The physicians, however, were of the opinion 
that she would Jast 24 tours Jonger, 

Coroner Cronin took her ante-wortem state- 
ment on Saturday nicht in presence of her hus- 
band, whe was taken to East Meadow for that 
purpose. The statement is briefly as follows: 
“‘T was alone with my husband on Friday, Dee, 
98. My husband staid at home during tiie even- 
ing, helping peel apples for pies until 10 o’cleck. 
Then I went to bea. The light was out, but [ 
conld sea Lewis walking up and down the room. 
ITasked him if he was notcomingtoabed. He 
said he was, but he did not. He went outside 
when it was near daylight. I thought he was 
coming back and tried to keep awake, but fell 
asleep. After that [ do not remember seeing any 
one, nor do I know how [received the injuries 
or who injured me. I did not hear any one 
during the night except my husband, There was 
no pounding on the door. If there had been any 
Tt would have heard it, “ 

“EF do not know anything about my husband 
having money in the house, Lord knowe where 
it couid have come from. He negiected me for 
Mary Jane Baldwin. Lewis wanted to sell some 
property last Summer, but [refused to sign the 
papers, Tam sure he did not come to bed that 
night. I think it was Jane Baldwin that hit and 
Injured me. Sometimes I think Lewis came 
back when I was asleep and hit me, beeanse of 
his strange actions that night. He would often 
go out at night and comein at’ o'clock in the 
morning. I do not care to see Lewis.”

JOHN J. KIERNAN’S TROUBLES. 

Ex-Senator John J. Kiernan was arrested 
last Thursday on an order granted by Judge 
Lawrence, in a suit brought by the Columbia 
Rolling Mil! Company of New-Jersey, whose 
New-York office is at 132 Nassau-streot. He 


was released npon Mayor Patrick J. Gleason of 
Long Island City and Patrick Murphy, liquor 
dealer at 19 New-street, giving the plaintiff a 
bond for $5,000. ; 

William L. Brockway, the General Manager 
and ngent of the company, ana J. J. Van Roden 
of Bradstreet's Mercantila Agency, make the 
prineipal affiaavits upon which the order of ar- 
rest was granted. Mr. Brockway says that Mr. 
Kiernan last July induced the company to sell 
and deliver to him several shares of its capital 
stock and accept promissory notes for $4,400 
indorsed by him upon his falsely representing 
that he was financially solvent; that Mr. Kier- 
nan, at different times during the Spring, Sum- 
mer, and Fall, furnished to Bradstree(’s state- 
ments of his resources, which included a 
large amount of real estate in Brook- 
lyn, half interests in the firm of J. J. 
Kiernan & Co. and Frank Kiernan & 
Co., *80,000 tn bonds, interests in two 
telegraph machines worth $50,000, and that he 
owed no debts of any amount. Mr. Van Roden 
swears that Mr. Kiernan did make such state- 
ments to Bradstreel’s. Mr. Brockway urges 
that the statements were untrue; that Oct. 31, 
when the first of the promissory notes became 
due, Mr. Kiernan came to bimand got him by 
atill making him believe that he was solvent to 
grant an oxtension by giving him his check for 
$200 on the Western National Bank, and a new 
note payable in 15 days; that neither note nor 
check has been paid. The company claims that 
it has been damaged the face of the notes and 
interest thereon.

Since the basis of representation was fixed as 
above there has developed a widespread feeling that 
the National Convention as so constituted will not 
be a sifliciently large body. To meet the case, and 
yet without assuming authority to change the basis 
of representation, the Executive Committes would 
suggest that additional delegates, to be known as 
provisional de egates, be selected in each Staté and 
Territory and in the District of Columbia on the 
bisis of one delegate for each 1.000 Prohibi. 
tion votes. or major fraction thereof, cast 
at the last general election, the term “ general 
election” being construed to mean in all the States 
the last clection in which State officers were voted 
for. The convention must meet and organize undér 
the call as previously determined, and will pos- 
sess full power to act upon the question of sealing 
the previsional delegates Secretaries of conven- 
tons and of state Committees shonld send to the 
Chairman of the National Committee full lists of 
names and addresses of all delegates as soon as 8e- 
lected.

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TWO INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITIONS. 

WASHINGTON, Deo, 19.—The President to-day 
sent to Congress the following message: 

“T transmit herewith areport from the Secretary 
of State in relation to an invitation from her Bri- 
tannic Majesty’s Government to this Government,to 
participate in an international exhibition which is 
to be held at Melbourne in 1888, to celebrate tha 
centenary of the fonnding of New South Wales, the 
first Australian colony.” 

Secretary Bayard in his communication says: 

** As our social and commercial relations are daily 
becoming more intimate with the kindred people in- 
habiting Australia, it would seem to be very appro- 
priate that this country should officiaily take part 
in an espouse which is intended to commemorate 
such an important event as the founding of the first 
of the Australian commonweaiths which are now so 
great and prosperons.” He therefore recommends 
that the invitation be accepted, and that the sum of 
$50,000 bo appropriated to defray the expenses of a 
commission to represent the United States at the 
exposition, He addsthat as ‘the time for making 
applications for space will expire on the last day of 
the present month, it will be necessary for Congress 
to take very prompt action, in order to prevent seri- 
ous injury to American interests, 

The President also transmits another report frora 
the Secretary of State in relation to the invitation

The placing of Mr. RANDALL on the Com- 
mittee on Rules is generally accepted as 
proof that he will have the Chairmanship 
of the Committee on Appropriations. We 
congratulate him. His chief opponent has 
made a deplorable mistake that ends all 
hope of rational action at this session in the 
direction of the reform that Mr. RANDALL 
hates from the bottom of his pocket, 
unless public opinion shall find some 
more definite expression than it has 
yet found. In the condition Mr. Car- 
LISLe’s mind was known to be in, noth- 
ing better was to be expected, but ifthe 
Speaker flatters himself that he can fight 
the protectionists through Mr. RANDALL or 
can rely on any “‘ understanding” with that 
gentleman he will find his error when the 
broken reed gives way under him and he 
and the cause of which he is the official 
leader go to the ground togsther. 


We shall await with interest the speech 
Mr. JoHN SHERMAN is to make after the 
heliday recess, in review. of the President’s 
message. Thatit will approve the policy 
of the message no one supposes; but there 
are several reasons why it is not likely to 
at allresemble the ‘‘ counterblast” of Mr. 
BiarINe from Paris. In the first place, as a 
rival in the race for the Republican nomi- 
nation Mr. SHERMAN cannot afford to fol- 
low tamely in Mr. Buarne’s tracks. In the 
next place, Mr. SHERMAN has a reputation 
as a financier and a legislator; he has been 
Secretary of the Treasury, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Senate, and of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House. In many ways he has justified the 
expectation that on any given question in 
the range of fiscal or financial legislation 
be will not make a gratuitous exhibition 
of folly—a limitation that Mr. BLAINE does 
not recognize, and that would be exceed- 
ingly incofivenient for him if he did. More- 
over, the Senate will listen to Mr. SHER- 
wan and be inflnenced by his views, which 
is not the case with Mr. BLAINE. 

The call for the Prohibition National Con- 

vention goes considerably beyond prohibi- 
hion in its invitation to the people to send 
fielegates. It adds to faithin prohibition 
articles of belief in a “ general and pro- 
gressive system of popular education,” re- 
form of the election laws to secure greater 
purity of the ballot, protection of American 
jabor, and female suffrage. Probably all 
pre not expected to be agreed in regard to all 
these matters. Doubtless prohibition is the 
pne essential in which there must be unity, 
and the others non-essentials in which there 
may be diversity. The broader the plat- 
form is made, however, the greater is the 
chance of division, and for the present the 
Prohibitionists would probably do better to 
confine themselves to their one great issue, 
and not lug in such questions as “ protec- 
tion of American labor’ and female suffrage, 
which are not at all germane to it. 


The Special Agent of the Treasury De- 
partment in charge of the Government’s in- 
terest in the Alaska seal fisheries reports 
that the Commercial Company had no dif- 
ficulty in securing its guota of skins this 
year in’ thirty-nine working days, the 
z2verage per day being 2,964. This would 
imply that 115,596 seals were taken, and it 
is our impression that {the lease allows the 
company only 100,000 from the islands. 

he Agent recommends that the company 

allowed to employ more natives and 
‘teach them the sealing business, inasmuch 
Jas death, due to intemperate habits, has 
\played such havoc among the sealers. But 
‘where do they get their liquor? Its sale on 
the islands is prohibited by the Govern- 

_ Ment, and it is made the duty of the Agent 


- substantial 


to seize any that may be there on sale ex- 
cept as prescribed by a physician. Is 
it certain that the company does not 
violate that condition of its lease which 
forbids it to sell liquor to the natives? It 
is estimated that 30,000 sealskins have 
been unlawfully taken, and that for every 
one thus secured ten seals have been killed 
or mortally wounded. There ought to be 
some way of stopping this indiscriminate 
slaughtet, but the Agent pleads lack of 
means to protect the fisheries, and asks for 
a steam yacht in addition to the cutter now 
used. The summary of his report does not 
state where the “unlawful” seal killing 
takes place, but it is doubtless mostly in the 
open waters of the Behring Sea, where the 
seals are shot and nine-tenths of them not 
recovered, and in that case the question of 
jurisdiction on the part of our Government 
to prevent it comes up. Seizures in those 
waters are likely to cause trouble, but 
something is necessary if the seal fisheries 
are to be protected. 


It is not improbable that Mr. Evarts will 
regard with entire unconcern the delay in 
acting on Secretary LAMAR’s nomination to 
the Supreme Court caused by his absence 
from Washington. It is quite too much to 
ask of so great aman as Mr. Evarts that 
he should neglect a promising political in- 
vestment, like the Republican Club’s con- 
vention last week, to attend to the business 
he is paid for looking after in Washington. 
The work of the Senate is important only 
to the people of the United States; that of 
the convention was important to the Re- 
publican Party and to Mr. Evarts. Be- 
tween these opposing claims it costs Mr. 
Evakts nothing to prefer the latter. If by 
his absence a scheme should be promoted to 
make political capital from the nomination 
of Mr. Lamar, Mr. Evarts may feel that it 
is due to his reputation at the Bar to defeat 
it when his voluntary absence comes to an 
end; but the demands of his reputation and 
of much more substantial considerations 
have not been conspicuously satisfied by 
Mr. EVARTs’s course so far. 


The question of restricting immigration is 
so important that it is especially to be de- 
sired that any action taken upon it 
should be well considered and should not 
need to be retracted hereafter. The text of 
the bill introduced by Senator PALMER does 
not alter the impression made by the tele- 
graphic abstract. It provides for a head 
tax, of which the amount is left blank, but 
is {doubtless intended to be much more 
than at present, and a 
consular certificate of the probable 
harmlessness and utility of the immi- 
grant. It is not likely that either of these 
devices will be effective. Unless the head 
tax is at least equal to the cost of a steerage 
passage it would have no considerable ef- 
fect, andso farasit had it would operate 
indiscriminately. There is no exception 
made in favor fof travelers who come 
without meaning to remain, and this 
should be supplied. The consular cer- 
tificate cannot well be anything but 
a sham. The Consul will naturally 
take such testimony as is offered 
him by the intending immigrant, and he 
has no means and no time for investigations 
on his own account. It is provided that any 
immigrant forging or altering a consular 
certificate or personating the holder of 
one shall be lable to prosecution, but it 
would in almost all cases be impracticable 
to punish the forger or personator for an 
offense committed abroad. It is not to be 
expected that this bill, or any bill drawn 
on the same lines, will effect the purpose its 
introducer has in view. 


Would-be raiders into that part of the In- 
dian Territory called Oklahoma are said to 
be paying $25 each for the privilege of join- 
ing ina new expedition to come off by All 
Fools Day, unless Congress should previous- 
ly throw open the land to settlement. The 
money thus collected is nominally to be ex- 
pended in buying arms with which to re- 
sist dislodgment by the troops. This per- 
formance has been many times undertdéken 
during the last ten years, with the uni- 
form resplt of complete failure. The in- 
vading parties have always been arrested by 
the regulars stationed there for that pur- 
pose, and have been conducted back to 
Kansas. Sometimes they have made a 
threat of armed resistance, but they have 
been marched off ingloriously just the 
same. Indeed it is absurd for these mis- 
guided people to suppose that the Govern- 
ment will submit to their lawlessness. And 
yet Congress has hardly done what it might 
toward making a final disposition of the 
unoccupied lands in question. One objec- 
tion to opening Oklahoma to white set- 
tlement, independently of certain treaty 
rights which would have to be purchased, 
is its being nearly surrounded by lands oc- 
cupied by Indians. But Congress may be 
able to open some other lands in that local- 
ity instead. 





The burning question of the surplus was 
discussed by the disputantsof the Common- 
wealth Club last evening in a spirited and 
instructive way. There was no lack of 
courage on either part, the most advanced 
positions taken by each side being those 
most warmly welcomed by the other. Mr. 
BowKER discussed the question of the sur- 
plus and the tariff in a broad and intelligent 
fashion, showing attentive study. Mr. 
WHEELER gave an admirable historical 
summary of tariff legislation and its effects; 
Mr. KNox set forth some theories which 
will not meet with general approval, and 
Mr. PORTER some statements of fact which 
will not pass unquestioned. There was 
upon all sides an expression of hearty satis- 
faction that the issue of the coming Presi- 
dential canvass is to be higher and broader 
than any mere personalor partisan question. 
The educational work of the contest has 
been well begun by the Commonwealth 
Club. * 


OS TRITON OPE SORES ORIN AE TE se 


The telegram sent to Secretary WHITNEY 
by Commodore GHERARDI at the conciu- 
sion of the Chicago’s recent trial tripshowed 
that it had been “successful,” since the 
machinery worked easily and without giv- 
ing any sign of weakness. The cruiser had 
also steered with facility, and there was no 
* structural weakness” to complainof. But 
the type of engines emnloved in the Chicago 
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willnever berepeated in other new vessels of 
the navy, atleast under the present admin- 
istration of the department. The engines 
are heavy and cumbersome in proportion to 
the amount of power developed. This will 
be seen by comparing the machinery of 
the Chicago with that intended tor the 
Newark. The former, with engines weigh- 
ing 937 tons, is only required to produce 
5,000 horse power, while the latter, with 
engines weighing 820 tons, is guaranteed 
to produce 8,000. This showsa difference 
of about twice as much power per 
ton in favor of the Newark, which is fur- 
ther emphasized by the fact that while the 
displacement of the Chicago is 4,500 tons 
that ofthe Newark is only 4,080. A com- 
parison with the other new cruisers now 
under construction would tell the same 
story. It is something gained, however, 
that the Chicago is.at last completed as to 
her hull and machinery, and ready to receive 
her masts, yards, and guns, 


THE BLAIR BILL AGAIN. 

Senator Brair’s bill for bestowing 
$79,000,000 from the National Treasury 
upon the several States, distributed over 
eight years and apportioned according to 
a record of illiteracy made seven or 
eight years ago, for the aid of public 
schools, was favorably reported in the 
Senate yesterday by its author. The 
statement is made that it received 
the ‘“‘unanimous indorsement” of the 
Committee on Education and contains only 
one slight change from the bill as it former- 
ly passed the Senate. The report accom- 
panying the bill this time is brief, but it 
states that ‘‘the measure was devised and 
has been pressed to secure the removal of 
the alarming and increasing evil of illit- 
eracy and its baneful consequences and not 
asameans of expending surplus revenues, 
although their existence removes all excuse 
for failure to pass it.” 

The existence of surplus revenues, just s0 
long as they are permitted to exist, will be 
pleaded by the advocates of extravagant 
schemes and improper appropriations as re- 
moving all excuse for not adopting them. 
But no surplusin the Treasury can justify 
any appropriation of public money which 
would otherwise be improper or inadvisa- 
ble. One of the great evils of such a fund 
is the use that can plausibly be made of its 
existence to induce expenditures which a 
prudent policy would forbid. The surplus 
revenues remove no excuse for failing to 
pass the Blair bill which would exist if the 
revenues were only what they ought to be. 
Every reason for opposing the bill, or every 
‘*excuse for failure to pass it,” as Senator 
BuairR puts it, remains in full force and 
validity without reference to the surplus. 

The report of the committee says that 
“‘ the evil of illiteracy and its baneful con- 
sequences” isnot only alarming but increas- 
ing. Of that it presents no evidence what- 
ever, and the statement is contradicted by 
snch information as the committee might 
have obtained. It is pure assumption 
and assumption agains: known facts. 
This billis intended chiefly for the benefit 
of the Southern States. There is no pretense 
that illiteracy is increasing in the North- 
ern States, or that they need national 
aid to check or to overcome it. Al- 
most every Governor’s message or 
Education Commissioner’s report that 
comes from a Southern State gives a favora- 
ble view of the progressmade in public edu- 
cation, The amount of money expended 
upon their public schools has steadily in- 
creased from year to year in a ratio out of 
all proportion to the increase of population, 
and there has been a corresponding gain in 
the percentage ofthe children of school age 
who attend the schools and in the length of 
time during which the schools are kept open 
each year. This progress has kept pace 
with the advance of material prosperity in 
the Southern States, and the present con- 
dition of public education there is hardly 
behind that of many Northern States before 
the war. 

We have no statistics of illiteracy later 
than those of the census of 1880, and how 
far it has diminished inthe South cannot be 
shown. That it has diminished very much 
among those who are reached by the public 
schools does not admit of doubt, for a very 
fair percentage of all the children of school 
age, white and colored, have been provided 
with instrnction at the public cost. It 
must be remembered that the illiterate 
of the census ,tables included those 
of all ages among the poor whites 
and the negroes alike. The “ alarming” 
percentage was one of the results of the 
conditions which prevailed in the days of 
slavery. Most of the adult negroes and 
many of the whites were illiterate as a con- 
sequence of a state of things which has 
now passed away. ‘lhe grown-up illiterates 
may as well be set down as incurable, and 
so long as they survive their number will 
give a somewhat alarming appearance to 
the statistics on the subject. The schools 
do not reach them now, and they would not, 
however much aid might be given from the 
National Treasury. 

So far as the rising generation is con- 
cerned, the children of ‘‘schoolage,” there is 
every evidence that tha people of the South- 
ern States can take care of their education, 
if they will. They are showing the disposi- 
tion more and more from year to year, as 
their ability to bear taxation increases. 
They are no longer pleading poverty, butare 
rather disposed to boast of their growing in- 
dustries and wealth, and their promising 

prospects. Ifleft to themselves they will 
gain in self-reliance and take pride, not 
only in their material resources, but in the 
intelligence and thrift of their people. 
They appreciate the importance’ to 
themselves of educating their youth and 
especially of stimulating the intelligence 
and strengthening the character of their 
colored citizens. So long as they depend 
upon themselves they will increase their 
exertions and will be as well able in time 
to provide for their own education as the 
people of any of the States. That time is 
coming very rapidly. We believe that it 
‘would bea great misfortune to the South 
to undergo the relaxation of effort, the 
check upon self-reliance, and the change 
of spirit that would surely follow 
the proposed aid from the Federal 
Government. There is every probability 
that with that aid for a period of eight 


years the cause of public education in the 
South would be in a worse condition at the 
end of the time than it would have been 
without it, and that it would takea long 
time to recover from the injury done and 
regain the spirit of self-reliance and 
zealous effort. The aid is not needed, it 
would do more harm than good, and the 
passage of the Blair bill would be little 
short of an outrage on the whole country. 


TELEPHONE RENTS IN THIS CITY. 

In preparing its report the Assembly tele- 
phone committee will surely give promi- 
nence to certain facts brought out during 
the inquiry concerning the income and ex- 
penses of the company which supplies and 
controls telephone service in the city of 
New-York. 

A telephone subscriber in this city pays 
the company $150 a year. Thisis the rate 
for about 90 per cent. of the company’s pa- 
trons. How much of this sum is reauired to 
pay the expenses of the company and how 
much is net profit? The company’s offi- 
cers laid before the committee an- 
nual reports and other papers, which 
were studied by Chairman AINSWORTH, 
and from which he obtained the fol- 
lowing statement: That the net earn- 
ings per subscriber had been $132 in 1885, 
$127 in 1886, and $114 in 1887. In other 
words, of the $150 paid by the average sub- 
scriber in 1885 only $18 was required to 
pay his telephone’s share of the company’s 
expenses, while the remaining $132 was 
clear profit. In the following year the part 
of the rent required to pay the cost of the 
service was $23, and in 1887 it was $36, 
the profits in one case having been 80 per 
cent. of the receipts and in the other 76. 

It should be said that the company’s law- 
yer procured from the same figures a 
statement unlike this, But Mr. Camp, 
desiring to soften the force of these 
figures, was constrained to admit 
that the net earnings per’ subscriber 
for the last five years had been $71, $91, 
$72, $81, and $80, respectively, or an 
average of $79. We do not know that 
Chairman AINSWORTH’S conclusions were 
untrustworthy, but if we assume that they 
were, the admissions of the company will 
serve. 

It is proved that more than one-half of 
the annualrent exacted here is net profit. 
This is shown by the company’s own state- 
ment. By Chairman AINSWORTH’Ss figures 
the profits during three years ranged from 
76 to 88 per cent. of the rent. Owing to 
such exactions the company’s net earnings 
for three years were 69, 67, and 66 per 
cent., respectively, upon its capital. 

With these figures before him the expert 
who represented the Bell monopoly assured 
the committee that the Metropolitan Com- 
pany’s charges were too low! 


ENGLAND AND THE MESSAGE. 

The full text of the comments of the Lon- 
don press on the President’s message leaves 
the organs of BLAINE, as well as BLAINE 
himself, in the position of having deliber- 
ately misstated facts for a partisan purpose. 
That would not be a comfortable position 
for honest people. It will not disconcert 
those who now find themselves in it, for 
they are used to it, and the human con- 
science, like the body, can become recon- 
ciled to many things apparently intolerable. 
We may expect the organs of “ BLAINE and 
a Surplus” to go on talking till next No- 
vember about the “ hallelujah chorus” of 
the free trade journals of England over 
the message, and it would not be at all 
surprising if Mr. BLAINE, in the royal 
progress he is planning across the continent 
next June, should again recount to his audi- 
ences the reception that was never given to 
the message by the London papers as com- 
plete proof that the policy of the President 
is what it is not. The hatred of England 
constitutes a considerable percentage of 


the political capital of the protectionists, 


and they are bound to makeit go as far as 
they can. Trickery or falsehood, when 
these serve their purpose, do not turn them 
aside, and they have not recently played a 
meaner trick with more obvious falsehood 
than in their stories about the comments of 
the London papers on Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
message, 

In the first place, the only comment of 
any responsible journal upon the probable 
effect of the adoption of the policy 
of greater freedom of trade by the United 
States upon the fortunes of England 
is that of the London Times, which says: 
“So far as this country is concerned it is 
questionable whether the impulse that 
would be given to the production and ex- 
portation of the United States by the re- 
moval gf the burdens now weighing on 
American industry would not confront us 
with a formidable rivalry, both in home 
and foreign markets.” And the Times adds 
the following temperate remark, which em- 
bodies the whole substance of the fiscal 
and commercial policy of England, and 
which is of a nature quite incompre- 
hensible to the mind of the average, 
dependent, pap -nursed protectionist: 
“We have’ confidence, however, in 
the laws by which, when trade is practi- 
cally free, every nation finds out its fittest 
work and turns its advantages tothe best 
account.” This is not the language of a 
writer who looks for any overwhelming 
gain to be got from this country’s striking 
off the shackles it has so long borne and 
from which it has suffered so much. It is 
the language of one who sees beyond the 
end of a yard stick, and knows that in the 
long run the common sense, the energy, the 
industry, probity, and power of united ef- 
fort that are the characteristics of the 
English-speaking race will enable them to 
make their way on either side of the 
Atlantic, in mutual commerce, with pros- 
perity to all and ruin to neither. What the 
Times does see, and sees correctly, is that 
** President CLEVELAND’S message will be a 
damper upon the ‘fair traders.” “It is 
not,” it adds, ‘‘ when America is doubting 
whether the blessings of protection are not, 
after all, a mockery and a snare that Eng- 
land is likely to fling free trade overboard 
ina panic.” It is in this fact and in the 
hope given by the message that the prin- 
ciples of reason and justice—to which, 
strange-as it may seem to Mr. BLAINE, some 
minds are capable of strong and unselfish

that rational Englishmen find cause for re- 
joicing at the message. ry 

On the other hand, all the London papers 
of importance—the Times, News, Standard, 
Telegraph—recognize that, so far from advo- 
cating “free trade,” Mr. CLEVELAND is, 
from the free traders’ point of view, in- 
consequent and illogical, and stops far 
short of the conclusions that they would 
reach from the facts of the American situa- 
tion. The News pronounces his statement 
that the question of free trade is irrelevant 
“astounding,” and declaresthat “it is im- 
possible to suppose that the President can 
really believe anything so preposterous.” 
The Telegraph describes him as proposing a 
“ middle course” thatis simply “impossible.” 
The Standard treats the President’s qualify- 
ing statement as to the manner in which 
the tariff should be reduced as “ a soothing 
parenthesis” and “‘ polite nothingness.” It 
is not difficult to see how this view of some 
of the President’s arguments can be 
logically maintained. The policy ‘that 
he proposes is not a consistent one in 
some important regards. It would leave 
many serious evils quite untouched. It 
may not embody or apply the principles 
that would produce the greatest good to 
the greatest number, and that ought to be 
applied if our fiscal system were to be made 
anew. Butit is the misfortune of our pres- 
ent situation that some of its evils are past 
remedy, and that others cannot be rem- 
edied until public opinion has radically 
changed. The President sees this, and 
whether he sees any more or not, he advo- 
cates now whatis now possible and neces- 
sary. It is equally necessary whether we 
are to go further or are to stop when this 
has been done. Such recommendations as 
he proposes do not suit the free-traders, 
which is not surprising. They do suit those 
who wish to do what is practicable, and 
perhaps the criticism of the English press 
in this direction will do no harm, not even 
to the protectionists, for they ignore it. 

OR A ERIE RR, EECA EES 
RUSSIA AS A WAR POWER. 

War has come to be a matter in these days 
not so much of armies as of armed nations; 
and Russia on this side of the Ural Mount- 
ains and river and the Caspian Sea has a 
population of upward of 95,000,000. Exclu- 
sive of the transcaucasian population there 
are more than 90,000,000; and while this 
reckoning includes Poland, even with the 
Vistula provinces also deducted, the great 
empire would still have a population in 
Europe about equal to that of Germany and 
Austria combined. In the actual concen- 
tration of their troops, their railroad facili- 
ties, their military organization, and in re- 
spect tothe matter of equipment and arms, 
Germany and Austria are superior; andif the 
former is apprehensive lest in a war with 
Russia France should attack her in the 
rear, yet she would then have Italy to rely 
on, and not improbably Great Britain also, 
should the aid of the latter be required. 

Russia’s peace effective proper in her reg- 
ular army comprises a total in round num- 
bers of 622,000 officers and men. Reserves, 
garrisons, local troops, Cossacks, and vol- 
unteers bring the aggregate peace force to 
about 890,000. On a war footing this force 
is more than doubled, amounting to 1,960,- 
000 men. In addition there are sundry mis- 
cellaneous forces to be reckoned in, so that 
in round numbers Russia’s peace force may 
now be set, including reserves and garri- 
sons, at nearly 1,000,000 officers and men; 
her war effective proper at 2,000,000; her 
total war strength increased by militia at 
3,000,000. Behind this is a territorial 
militia of perhaps 2,000,000 more. With 
such numbers at command the old Russian 
policy of “‘swarming out” an enemy is 
brought to mind. 

Russia has far fewer great soldiers than 
Germany, and in the death of SKOBELEFF 
lost the one of most brilliant renown. Her 
greatest military leader now is GOURKHO, 
who has a reputation founded on solid 
achievements. Unlike her great rivals, 
Russia lacks a magazine gun for her infan- 
try, and this a very serious disadvantage. 
Still there is a well-grounded belief that 
she has new explosive compounds for artil- 
lery and perhaps for other arms, and it is 
said that the purchase of one of these, the 
invention of the Russian engineer ROUCKTE- 
SHELL, was recently sought in vain at the 
price of $400,000 by Krupp, the Russian 
Government having secured it. In her fine 
cavalry Russia is particularly strong, and 
she has concentrated a great body ofit in 
Poland. This point has an important bear- 
ing on any sudden outbreak of operations. 
Prussia has an effective line of fortresses on 
her Russian frontier, at Memel, Konigsberg, 
Thorn, and Posen. Austria has been look- 
ing carefully after Galicia, the chief defens- 
ive work there being lately supplied with 
additional railroads, ready for the concen- 
tration of troops. Itis hardly strange that 
Russia should have reinforced with the 
Thirteenth Cavalry Division, from Moscow, 
the city of Lublin, as that is the nearest 
important point to Galicia on the railway 
leading to Warsaw. 

Great efforts have been made of late to in- 
crease the navy of Russia, but her vessels 
would at most be usefulin helping to pro- 
tect her own coasts, and would undertake 
no aggressive action against the fleets of 
Germany and Austria, which are far supe- 
rior. She has paid great attention to tor- 
pedo defenses, and these might be found to 
play an important part in the protection of 
her harbors.

** DECLINE OF THE PEARL BUTTON IN- 


DUSTRY.” 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The heading of this letter is copied from 
an article which appeared in the leading Protec- 
tionist paper of this country last Sunday. The 
complaint reads as follows: 

“a few years ago one of the most thriving indus- 
tries of This country was the manufacture of pear! 
buttons. Large establishments with extensive and 
costly machinery tarned out work vained at hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually, * * * 
During Lincoln’s Administration a duty of 30 per 
cent. ad valorem was ¢: upon this Importation. 
Under the impetus which resulted from this duty, 
which the then price of gold largely augmented, the 
domestic manufacture gradually became strong un- 
til it ranked with the established industries of the 
land. 

“What should have been done then was to change 
the nature of ths duty from an ad valorem to a rea- 
sonable specific duty. Hed this course been taken 
about the time of the resumption of species pay- 
ments, America would not now be mourning a lost 
art. Instead of this, in an evil hour tne Forty-sev- 
enth Congress reduced the duty to 25 per cent. ad 
valorem. The passage of the reducing act marked 
the decline of this valuable manufacture. Its effect 
was to stimulate foreign production. Since then the 
Austrian manufacture of pearl buttons has in- 
creased a hundred fold, and that of France and Ger- 
many has been greatly enlarged and invigorated. 
The result with us has been that the American 
manufacture gradually declined, as the foreign 

oois monopolized the market. The New-York and 
Newark factories were obliged to curtail their pro- 
ductions and lay off their workmen as the demand 
for American-made buttons became less and less.” 

If the abeve means anything, I would simply 
assert that, since the reduction of the duty from 
30 per cent. to 25 per cent. the increase of the 
importation of foreign manufactured buttons 
has been so overwhelmingly large that our 
home manufactures of that class of goods have- 
been swept away. Now, what are the real facts? 
I give hereby, in the deadly parallel column, the 
importations of buttons at 30 per cent. and 25 
per cent. respectively, for four years “before” 
the reduction and four years “ after” the re- 
duction of duties:

“nails” the falsehood of. this market being 
swamped with excessive importations. 

.The second falsehood is the following asser- 
tion that 15,000 Americans were furnished with 
bread by this industry, which now has gone to 
the “demnition bowwows.”

This little exposé ought to suffice and show 
the people the inexhaustible capability of mis- 
statements that protectionists will use. But the 
real object of the buttonmakers’ “ whine” is they 
want a little more “* backsheesh” in the shape of 
aspecitic auty, and due notice is given to that 
effect in the following proposal: 

“Congress will be asked to establish a specific 
duty of 4 centsa line per gross on pearl buttons, 
Engiish measurement. By this measurement a 
line onan eae the one-fortieth part of an inch, 
consequentiy a 10-line button would measure a 

uarter of an inch across its face,a 20-line button 

alf aninch,andsoon. The French measurement 
is entirely different, and is calculated at the rate of 
but 18 lines to the inch. The proposition seems en- 
tirely just and fair, and it certainly contains no ex- 
cessive demand.” 

Whether this proposal means 50, 70, or even 
100 per cent. is hidden in mystery like the 
sources of the Nile, as in fact are all the specific 
duties so dear to monopolists. But I believe the 
good manufacturers of buttons will have a hard 
time of it before they will persuade the Fiftieth 
Congress to step into this trap.

OHRISTMAS IN THE CUSTOM HOUSE.

TARIFF-RIDDEN SECTION 


MANUFACIORIES DRIVEN FROM 
NEW-ENGLAND. 

HOW THE DUTY ON RAW MATERIAL 
CHECKS PRODUCTION AND FORCES 
BUSINESS FROM CONNECTICUT. 

Nrw-HAavkEn, Conn., Dec. 19.—The largest 
manufacturer of hardware in the United States, 

J. B. Sargent of New-Haven, makes this propo- 

sition: “If raw materials were placed on the 

free list my profits as well as my business 
would increase. I would agree to divide the 
profit in this way: One-third of it should go to 
my workmen in increased wages; one-third of 
it would go to my customers in decreased cost 
pf goods; the other third would be used in 
aniarging the works, for that would be 
necessary, as the enlarged demand would 
follow the fallin prices.” Now Mr. Sargent, as 
stated in a previous dispatch, has been in 
business in New-Haven for some 30 years. 

There is nothing in the line of hardware furnish- 

ing for a house that he does not make, 80 cele- 

brated are his goods thatin spite of the duty he is 
compelled to pay on raw materials, he can com- 
pete with Europe at many points beyond the 


jurisdiction of the United States, but solely on 
account of the superior make of his goods. He 
has made a fortune. He employs 2,000 people. 
Be feels certain that he can increase both bis 
fortune and the number of his employes if the 
raw materials necessary in his business were 
not dutiable. If these articles were placed on 
the free list, he proposes not only not to reduce 
the price of labor, but to increase it. 


Mr. Sargent appears “to have the call on peo- 
ple who claim that a lower tariff would ruin the 
gountry. New-England appears to be in need of 
a change of some kind. Why! Well; itis fairly 
well known that New-England produces few of 


the raw materials that enter into her manu- 
factures. It is a long way from Pittsburg to 
any point in Connecticut, and the railroads that 
are compelled to pay protective prices for steel 
rails feel constrained to charge pretty stiff rates 
tor carrying iron and coal. As a natural conse- 
quence the machine shops are moving west- 
ward, and are located where coal and iron 
ean be obtained at the lowest rates. 
Southern cotton mills are monopoliz- 
ing huge alices of markets that formerly 
were owned by the cotton milis of New- 
England. There was a time—not very long ago— 
when nobody thought of making boots and shoes 
outside of New-Engiand, but for some reasou— 
-yalid probably—the boot and shoe industry of 
New-Engiand is diminishing as that of Illinois 
and Wisconsin, represented respectively by 
Chicago and Milwaukee, increases. Tanneries 
atone time were plentiful in New-England. 
They have taken wing to the Northwest, The 
coarser grades of hardware are no longer made 
in this section. Itis impossible to make them 
here, with two to one against labor and in favor 
of.raw material. Carloads of such hardware 
come here now from Pittsburg, and only a few 
years ago New-England had a monopoly of the 
business. ze 


But the hardest blow is to fall. If there beany 
single industry of which New-Englana, but par- 
ticularly Connecticut, was proud, it was the 
manufacture of wooden ware. Does the world 


contain an individual who has not heard Con- 
necticut aspersed as the home of wooden nut- 
megs, to say nothing of wooden oats? Every- 
where has her wooden ware been justly cele- 
brated. Of the manufacture of wooden ware she 
hadamonopoly. She has it no longer; It has 
been taken from her by Michigan and Minne- 
sota. Even many of herown sons have left her, 
fer few Americans are shrewder judges of the 
tide that teads to fortune than the natives of 
New-Engiand, and when they saw that it was 
impossible to compete ander the tariff with 
ether points they simply pulled up stakes and 
removed their plants to points where raw mate- 
rials could be procured at far less cost than the 
present tariff will permit in New-Englana. 


A long list of changes of a character detri- 
mental to the prosperity of New-England might 
be given, but it is not necessary to go back 
further than a year to show that a protective 
tariff has not done all that was promised of it 


for manufacturers generally. The last misad- 
Tenture in business circles is less than a week 
old. Afteran existence of over 40 years the 
Richmoud Manufacturing Company, better 
kfiown as'the Richmond Print Works of Provi- 
dence, has closed down, apparently not with the 
intention*of reopening while the tariff remains 
asitis. The reason given for the closing of the 
works is that the business was unprofitable. 
The Hampden Watch Company of Springtield, 
which gave employment to 500 people, removed 
its plantlast yearto Kenton, Ohio. The rea- 
son given for the removal was that coal and liv- 
ing costtoo much in New-Engiland. Two fine 
water powers have lain idle since the burning 
ofthe Baltic Milis, with, perhaps, two excep- 
tions, the largest cotton mills in the world, and 
the burning of the cotton wills at Indian 
Orchard, near Springfield. No movement has 
been made to rebuild either of these mills. 


These instances will perhaps be sufficient to 
show that the present protective tariff has not 
«ll the virtues that have been attributed to 1t. 


Even the New-England farmer is not happy. 
Farming land in Connecticut, except in the 


vicinity of cities, has not increased in value in 
the last 30 years. oe: 

A manufacturer who is not out of politics and 
who is therefore cautiously waiting to get a sure 
lip on the direction in which the cat is likely to 
jump said to Tae Tiwes’s correspondent to-day 
that New-England must, if she were to retain 


her supremacy as a manufacturing eentre, be 
allowed to import raw materiais free of duty. 
Muck that he said reminded the correspondent 
of arguments that he had heard made in favor 
of commercial union with Cauada. Within 300 
miles of the New-Engiand coast, he said, were 
astine deposits of coalandiron as could be found 
in tne world. He referredto Nova Scotia. These 
deposits were so situated as to be almost beyond 
the reach of the rest of the Dominion. They 
Were next door to New-Engiand, but were of no 
availtoher. They might almost as well bein 
Russia, for the tariff kept them out of Eastern 
uarkets. Splendid as were these deposits they 
were comparatively unused on account of the 
geographical formation of Canada and the re- 
atrictions of the American tarif—£ If the manu- 
facturers of New-Engiand were free to import 
coal and iron from Nova Scotia there was no 
reason why the coast from Maine to the western 
border of Connecticut should not be lighted by 
the fires of rolling mills and furnaces. New- 
England's industries were leaving her because 
ehe conld not afford to pay carriage on raw 
Toaterial brought from Pittsburg and compete 
with localities that had them close at hand. 
New-England mannfacturers wanted to get raw 
‘materials from the nearest possible point. If 
Nova Scotia were allowed to furnish New-Eng- 
land with coal and iron New-England would 
agtee to sell her manufactured articles to such 
anextent that the balance against the United 
States wouldn’t be worth bothering about. 


This manufacturer offered another suggestion. 
3t Pennsylvania coal owners were afraid that 
England would capture their Southern markets 


if English coal were put on the free list, keep it 
off the free list. Admit Nova Scotia coal free of 
duty and American coul would be treated like- 
wise by Canada. 

If the workingmen of New-England did not 
vote solidly fora revision of the tariff and the 
free admission of raw materials when they ob- 


tained the chance to do soit would only be, he 
inaintained, because they lacked reasoning pow- 
ere, ave the subject no thought, or permitted 
themselves to be swuyed by the specious argn- 
ments of the few whom the present tariff bene- 
fits at the expense of the many. 


A glance at the last census report for Connecti- 
cut will show that this reasoning is correct so 
tar as this State, at least, is concerned. Accord- 


ing to the census of 1880 the population of Con- 
necticut was then 622,700. Of this number 
241,333 were occupiedin “ gainful occupations.” 
This uumber in its turn was divided between 
those occupied in professional and personal 
Bervice, 51,296; trade and transportation, 
29,920; agriculture, 44,026, and in manufactur- 
ing, mining, and mechanical pursuits, 116,091. 
Only @ portion of the last number are affected at 
all by the tariff. About 75,000 of the 116,091 are 
engaged in occupations that exempt them from 
tariff effect. Tne remaining 40,000, even ac- 
trording to many of their employers, would not 
only escape injury, but be materially benefited. 
if raw materials were placed on the free list. 


Manufacturers who are also hidebound politi- 
tians have heretofore asserted that any revision 
of the tariff which meant a reduction of duties 


would be the ruin of the workingman. Some of 
these do not seem inclined just now to quote 
their old views. They may have undergone a 
change of heart, or thley may be waiting for or- 
ders, but in any case it would seem natural for 
the Connecticut workingman, if he have a head 
Du ‘his shoulders, to do a little pondering on his 
DW account.

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VERY OLEVER FORGERY. 


THE WAY IN WHICH THE VALUABLE 
CASES WERE STOLEN. 

Special Treasury Agents, Collector Ma- 
gone, Deputy Collector Williams, and other 
Custom House officials, Inspector Byrnes and 
his detectives, and Daniel T. Ames, an examiner 
of questioned handwriting, were all at work on 
the bold robbery at the public stores last week, 
in which two forged delivery orders resulted in 
the capture of four valuable cases of silks by 
the thieves. Mr. Ames set up housekeeping at 
Collector Magone’s office and surrounded bim- 
self with reference papers, magnifying glasses, 
and other professional instruments. Then he 
went to work on the forged orders, and in a 


short time had decided that the papers were 
pure forgeries from beginning to end, and two 
of the moat artistic and deceptive achievements 
of the kind he had ever examined. So clever 
was the work upon them that Gen. Willams 
and Clerks O’Neill and Imlay had on Saturday 
decided that the signatures upon them were 
their own, although they could not remember 
handling them. 

When Gen. Williams and the two clerks 
reached the Collector's office during the morn- 
ing they sorrowfully looked once more upon the 
documents, and declared that they saw their 
own signatures upon them. Mr. Ames declared 
that they were wrong, and mournfully they 
said thatit was he who wasinerror. If they 
eouldn’t tell their own chirography nobody 
could. Then out came the expert’s tools, and 
through powerful glasses the visitors were 
shown delicate tracing marks, which had evi- 
dently been drawn before pen was put to paper. 
They saw how what looked to the naked gye 
like a smooth curving shading was really a 
neat patchwork of marks, beautifully put to- 
gether—and then, convinced against themselves 
of their own freedom from any connection with 
the orders, they felt a great deal easier in mind. 

One of the prettiest parts of the forgery was the 
way in which marks of the rubber stamps used 
atthe public stores have been imitated. This 
part of the work, like the rest of it, was done 
with a pen, but it took astrong magnifying glass 
and a careful comparison of the breadth of the 
impression to settle it. beyond a doubt. F. G, 
Fogarty, a clerk at the stores, has been detained 
by the detectives as possibly possessed of some 
knowledge of the bogus orders. He was fully 
exonerated yesterday, partly by the microscopic 
examination of the papers. A report got abroad 
that he intends to sue the Collector for damages. 

But that the forger knew the run of the stores 
pretty well is proved by the cleverness of the 
deception and the systematic way in which it 
was carried out. Of the missing cases, one, 
entered by Spielman & Co. and owned by A. 
Neyrat & Co. of Lyons, France, was valued at 
1,920.20f. ; another, entered by Passavant & Co., 
owner, Bomfiat & Favre of Lyons, at 2,817.50f.; 
a third, valued at3,274f., was entered and owned 
by Sulzbacher, Gitterman & Wedeles, and the 
fourth, value 3,705.65f£., was owned by Edwin 
Nalf of Zurich. It was entered by Abegg, Daen- 
iker & Co. 

In the dry goods district yesterday it was re- 
ported that Marshall, Field & Co. of Chicago, 
who have an office at 104 Worth-street, had lost 
a case of goods from the public stores. Thefirm 
has some goeds at the stores, one of its repre- 
sentatives said yesterday, and had received 
notice that a case of gloves was ready for deliv- 
ery. Barrett, Nephews & Co. were to receive 
the goods, but sent word during the day that 
they had apparently been delivered to some one 
else. 


TENEMENT HOUSE COIGARS. 


MANUFACTURERS TO RETURN TO THE 
OLD SYSTEM NEXT MONTH. 

The beginning of the next year may see 
another great cigarmakers’ strike against the 
tenement house system. The firm of Kerbs & 
Spiess, one of the largest cigar manufacturers in 
this city, has decided to return to the tenement 
house work system. The members of the irm 
had several years ago erected an immense tene- 
ment house factory up town, but when the 
Cigarmakers’ International Union became strong 


and waged a warfare against thissystem the firm 
Was among the first to return to the regular 
factory system, while the members of the Cigar 
Manufacturers’ Association fougbt the union 
for several years. Eventually, after several 
strikes, most of the members of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association yielded and abandoned the 
tenement house system, though several of them 
from time to time made efforts to resumeit. A 
few daysago about 15 manufacturers helda 
secret meeting and consulted how best they 
could resume tenement house cigar mak- 
ing, as it was so much cheaper. They 
complained that they had not made ang 
money for two years on account of 
tke Keen competition of other manufacturers 
throughout the country, and further that Mr, 
Strasser, President of the Cigarmakers’ General 
International Union, bad not kept his promise to 
protect them by bringing about a uniform rate 
of wages all over the country. 
urers present at the meeting seemed to be only 
too glad to return to tenement house work, and 
it was generally agreed to do so at the begin- 
ningof the year. Kerbs & Spiess were willing 
to begin at once. . 

The journeymen cigarmakers who are mem- 
bers of the Internatienal Union have been 
watching the movements of the manufacturers 
and have been taking measures to protect them- 
selves. Secretary Dampt of International 
Union No. 144 said yesterday that the manu- 
facturers had no reason whatever to return to 
tenement house work. They were manutfactur- 
ing and selling just as many cigars 
as ever, and the only factories that compete 
with them are those in Pennsylvania, but the 
cigars made there are inferior and of very poor 
finish, whereas the best-finished and best-look- 
ing cigars are made in this city, and are gen- 
erally preferred everywhere. The competition 


with Pennsylvania, however, is not keener now } 


than iteverhas been. The union will not con- 
senttoareturn of the tenement house system 
under any circumstances. Yet it wili not make 
any move until it is formally informed by the 
bosses of a return to tenement house work. 
Meanwhile it is making preparations for a fight,

THE VIADUCT RAILWAY. 


The story published yesterday, to the | 


effect that Mayor Hewitt had espoused the cause 
of the stone viaduct railway through the blocks 
on the west side, and would in the message he is 
said to be preparing recommend the building of 
such a viaduct by the city, with a view to leas- 
ing it to some railway company, is without 
foundation in fact. The Mayor yesterday re- 
pudiated any intention to make any such recom- 
mendation. 

Gen. Newton, Commissioner of Public Works, 
is known to favor such a means of providing the 
city with a real rapid transit railway, but is not 
known to have favured its construction by the

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asa proper undertaking for private corporate 
capital, and believes that it would pay hand- 
somely upon the immense investment that 
would be necessary in its construction and eom- 
pletion. Gen. Newton’s idea was that by trans- 
forming the buildings through which the 
viaduct would run into a complete sys- 
tem of arcades, easily accessible from the 
stations along the road, the property would be 
rendered available for high class retailtrade. It 
weuld thus be greatly enhaneed in value and 
made to pay a handsome income of itself in 
rentals to the railway company. The estimates 
of the probable expense of building the viaduet 
road, including the tearing out of buildings and 
their reconstruction, the building of the viaduct, 
and laying and equipment of the road, with sta- 
tions, yards, and shops, range between $50,000,- 
000 and $80,000,000. Some of this would be 
made up to the company that would undertake 
the enterprise by the increase in the yalue of 
realty acquired for right of way, and a large 
proportion of the income necessary to justify 
such an enormous investment would be realized 
from rentals. Butthe scheme is considered of 
entirely too speculative a character, both 1n in- 
ception and possible outcome, to justify its un- 
dertaking by the municipality.

GHITING RID OF THE SNOW. 


STREET CLEANERS AND THE SUN HARD 
AT WORK YESTERDAY. 

“IT don’t remember a snowstorm when 
the snow has been cleared away so satis- 
factorily,” said Deputy Commissioner of Street 
Cleaning Jacob Seabold yesterday morning. 

** Why doesn’t the Street-Cleaning Department 
clean the streets,” said innumerable shoppers in 
the great retail store section and truck drivers 
all over the city. 

The departinent had, however, dono a great 
deal of scraping and carting away, and really 
deserved commendation. It was not taken 
unawares, and everything was ready to goto 
work. Mr. Seabold was down town late Satur- 
day night, and he very sensibly made up his 
mind there would be work to do the next day. 


The necessary orders were therefore given. And 
yet pedestrians and drivers who did not stop to 
think had a good chance to complain. It takes 
a very short time here in New-York for snow 
and mud to forma mixture which acts at one 
and the same time as a coating of banana peels, 
slippery side up, a dirty paint, a foul-smelling 
combination, and a carpet of glue. That was 
just about the condition of the greater part of 
the city yesterday. It was exceedingly mun- 
pleasant, but unless the Street-Cleaning De- 
partment had provided its Italian workers with 
ails or coal scuttles, the stuff could scarcely 
ave been carried away. 

By noon Broadway from the Battery to Thir- 
ty-fourth-street was supposed to beclean. It 
was in fact dirty, but there was very little snow. 
Fifth-avenne was cleaned from Fourteenth 
to Fifty-ninth street, and all the streets leading 
to ferries were reported void of snow. Down 
town Wall, New, Whitehall, Beaver, Broad, Ful- 
ton, Chambers west of Broadway, Barclay, Lib- 
erty, and Cortlandt streets were snowless, as 
well as Park-row and Exchange-place. To ac- 
complish this result the department had about 
230 men and 200 carts in service, and the con- 
tractors nearly 100 carts. In all 4,000 loads 
were taken away. The sui did as much asthe 
Street-Cleaning Department, and as usual made 
much less display about it. As suggested by 
Mr. Seabold, if in New-York as im some Euro- 
pean cities there was a plentiful supply of water 
80 the streets could have been given a washing, 
they would have become veryclean. All the 
pasty substance was in a condition to be 
washed away with little expenditure of water, 
but the water was not. The washing plan 
would, however, work well only on such warm 
days as yesterday, and after ordinary stormsin 
ordinary Winter weather the cleaning would 
still have to be performed in the same way as at 
present. 

The fall of snow was not heavy enough to 
cause serious difficulty to teamsters. In some of 
the streets where little had been done, or where 
the snow was piled up at the sides, blockades 
occurred. In nearly all the streets, however, 
which are given over to heavy traffic. either the 
snow had been taken away or, under the in- 
fluence of the sun and the heavy wheels passing 
over it, had become so melted and stirred up 
that the truck wheels passed through it as easily 
as through muddy water. The teamsters, how- 
ever, had plenty of opportunities to swear at the 
mud splashed about and the amount of slipping 
done by their horses. It takes very little, how- 
ever, to make a teamster swear, and he is not 
particular at what or whom.

MR. IRVING’S MEMENTO. 


A CURIOUS WORK HE PURCHASED FROM 
MR. T. H. MORRELL. 

Shortly before the close of Mr. Henry 
Irving’s engagement at the Star Theatre the 
actor secured from Mr. T. H. Morrell of this city 
aunique and valuable old theatrical relic, pos- 
sessing an aimost extraordinary interest in con- 
nection with the draimadn this country a halfa 
century ago. It is the original theatrical re- 
ceipt book of the old Walnut-Street Theatre, 
Philadelphia, from 1834 to 1841, when under 
the management of Francis C. Wemyss, one of 
the founders of the American Dramatic Fund 
Association. The old volume, with its loosened 


leaves and its worn and faded binding, is other- 
wise tn fair preservation and the manuscript as 
legible as when first penned, surviving its wear 
and tear of over 50 years. Its hundred or more 
pages contain perbaps treble as many autograph 
Sigvatures in receipt for engagements, salaries, 
&e., among which that of the “elder” Booth ap- 
pears several times, once written Junius Brutus 
Booth, an unusual occurrence. T. A. Cooper, 
whose daughter Priscilla married the son 
of President Tyler; ‘Jack’ MBarnes, the 
famous low comedian of the time; 
** Ned” Connor, his son-in-law, and T. D. Rice, 
the original ‘Jim Crow” are also represented. 
The signature of J. E. Murdoch, the veteran 
actor and elocutionist; Jefferson, * our” Joe's 
father; the unfortunate ‘* Gus” Adams, John R. 
Scott, an old Bowery Theatre favorite and one 
of Edwin Forrest's earliest and most formidable 
rivals; ‘‘ Yankee” Hiil, P. T. Barnum, the elder 
Thorne, “ Falstaff’ Hackett, Ternan, a good 
actor, who hecame deranged and committed 
suifide in 1846; William Wheatley, ** Dan” Mar- 
ble, the ** Game Cock of the Wilderness;” Oxley, 
**Joe” Cowell, John Sefton, Durang, “ Man- 
moukey” Goufté, Warren, the father of Boston’s 
veteran comedian: Frarsons, Duff, whose wife, 
Mary Duff, was one of the best actresses known 
to the American stage, or to any stage fur that 
matter; ‘*Herr” Cline, the tight-rope dancer, 


| who died not long since at the Forrest Home;

A TR OEE 
BARNEY ROURKE RESIGNS. 

**Barney” Rourke, the lieutenant of John 
J. O’Brien in the Eighth Assembly District who 
“knifed” Henry C. Botty, the Republican candi- 
date for Civil Justice in tbe Fourth Judicial Dis- 
trict, in theinterest of Civil Justice Alfred Steck- 
ler, has resigned his position as Clerk of the 
Civil District Court, to which he was appointed 


by Mr. Steckler in reward for his treachery. 
The offiee is worth $3,000 a year. Rourke is a 
wealthy man, very illiterate, and was indicted 
séveral years ago for complicity in election 
frauds, but the indictment was lost and had to 
be dismissed. It was kept hanging over 
Rourke’s head, however, until after the recent 
elecuon. Ina letterto Justice Steckler Rourke 
said that he could net properly attend to the 
duties devolving upon the Clerx of the court, 
aud be thought that it would best subserve the 
Seamed interests for him to resign the office. Mr, 
Rourke probably found that he was not able to 
do the most ordinary kind of court work. He 
also probably found that he could not give due 
attention to his liquor business and attend to 
the court work besides. 

Justice Steckler promptly appointed Julius 
Harburger in his place. Mr. Harburger has 
for the past six years been the interpreter in the 
Fourth District Court. He is a prominent lodge 
man and holds the responsible position of First 
United States Deputy Grand Master of the 
Sons of Israel. He is also an ex-Grand Master 
of District No. 1 Independent Order of the Free 
Sons of [srael, and a Governor for the Home for 
the Aged and Intirm. He is a member of the 
Tammany Hall General Committee of the Tenth 
Assembly District and is President of the 
Steckler Association of that district. His ap- 

ointment is the reward of political work in be- 
Balt ot Justice Steckler.

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THOSE NAVY BOILERS. 


A MAN WHO THOUGHT HE HAD BOUGHT 
THEM, BUT HAD NOT. 

The court-martial to inquire into alleged 
irregularities in the conduct of certain auction 
sales of condemned articles by the General Store- 
keeper of the Brooklyn Navy Yard, yesterday 
continued its investigations. Once again the 
court endeavored to discover the purchaser of 
those four elusive boilers, and once more did it 


appear in the end asifeither the boilers must 
have swallowed the purchaser or the purchaser 
the boilers. 

Rear-Admiral Gherardi said he had given no 
orders for the sale of the Richmond boilers. 
Pay Inspecter Stevenson told him that Chief 
Engineer Melville had ordered the sale of the 
boilers. He knew that the boilers were not sold 
on Aug. 30, because Mr. Stevenson reported 
that they were sold subsequently. This report 
Was made some time in November. The Ad- 
tmiral said that Stevenson had no authority 
from him to sell the boilers. When asked if he 
thought the sale of the four boilers for $100 
apiece was advantageous to the Government, 
Admiral Gherardi said thatin his judgement the 
sale was advantageous, because the boilers were 
useless and o!d rubbish, and it would have cost 
the Government at least $900 to break them up 
and cart them away. 

Alfred Blaisdell, a draughtsman in the En- 
gineer’s Department, gave,a word picture of 
the famous boilers, They were four furnace 
boilers, 14 feet 6 inches in front, 9 feet 6 inches 
deep, and 10 feet 4 inches high. In each of the 
boilers were 288 brass tubes, 6 feet 10 inches 
long. The weight of the tubes in each boiler 
was 4,800 pounds, and each boiler without the 
tubes would weigh 40,000 pounds. He thought 
the brass in the tubes was worth 8 cents a 
pound, 

The sensation of the day, however, was the 
testimony of George W. Gibson, who attended 
the. sale of Aug. 30 and bid in the boilers, and 
innocently believed he had them. Gibson, who 
is a dealer in old machinery, confessed himself 
the dupe of three sets of boilers. In the first 
place, before the auction sale, he went to the 
yard to see what there was to bid for. Four 

enest and intact boilers were then shown him as 
among the condemned articles. He fell in love 
with those boilers, and resolved to possess them. 
On Aug. 30 he bid them in for $400 at the auc- 
tion sale. He was so pleased with his luck 
that he eould scarcely wait until the 
next day to go and have another look 
at his boilers. What was his surprise 
on going the next day to get those boilers to 
find each of them aliced in two, thus exposing 
their brass tubes to view; when he wanted to 
cart them away he was told he could not have 
them, as they were sold to somebody else. Fi- 
nally other boilers were given to him which were 
not marine boilers and which he left to rust in 
the yard beeause he did not consider them 
worth moving. He understood that the original 
four boilers of his heart were subsequently sold 
to somebody else. He would have been willing 
to pay $1,000 for those boilers. The investiga- 
tion will go on to-day.

The Charity Organization Society has 
just issued asecond edition of its Directory of 
Charitable and Beneticent Societies of the city, 
which contains many new features. It shows a 
great increase in the number and variety of 


these institutions, caused by the changing condi- 
tions of society. They are classified by the Di- 
rectory according to their main purpose, besides 
being repeated under every head to which they 
bear relation. In addition is given a brief state- 
ment of their work, the meaas by which their 
benefits can be obtained, and a list of their 
auxiliaries. The book also shows the great lack 
of provision for convalescents and incurables. 
The work, which contains nearly 300 pages anda 
copious index, is handsomely printed and bound.
